Prime Minister Shri Morarji Desai 
have said— as the people of the 
southern region are prepared to accept 
Hindi as the official language There 
are two conditions necessary for this 
one IS the people must know the 
Ianguag“ and the second thing is they 
should be able to adopt it in such a 
way as to be able to fulfil the functions 
which an administration requires 
that language Therefore my submis 
Sion to the House is that it would be 
very wise and very good in th® interest 
of the nation and in the interest of the 
Integrity and unity of the country o 
retain Education in the concurrent 
list If only because it can be used as 
Bn instrument for developing a 
bilingual system in which the people 
of the north and the people of the 
south would be able to converse and 
communicate with each other freely 
and easily I am one of those who 
fought, m my tune, lor greater auto 
nomy for the States I beheve that 
the States have been deprived of their 
legitimate share of the revenues of the 
country even under this Constitution 
there have been occasions where by 
a distortion of some of the sections 
the revenues which are legitimately 
due to the States, have been appro 
prlated by the Centre I am not going 
into this now I am only making this 
point here that m order that the Jn 
tegrity of the country may be main 
talned in order that the unity may 
be maintained, it Is absolutely neces 
sary that the instrument by which you 
esn maintain the unity, namely the 
language which hinds the peop’e, be 
retained by the Centre also 

One point on which we really want- 
ed the Government to accede was on 
the question of Tribunals — not because 
We thought that the Tribunals are 
going to usher in a condition of com 
ylete satisfaction to everybody but 
lust because U is one of the prort- 
sions by which particularly, the 


labour disputes and industrial dispute; 
which are now being prolonged from 
court to court, from Tribunal to 
High Court, from writ to writ appeal 
and from writ appeal to the Supreme 
Court coiTd be prevented or avoided 
Originally, at one ume, we provided 
for only Labour Appellate Tribunal 
m respect of appeals from the Labour 
Tribunal We thought that that 
would be the end of litigation But, 
on the other hand what happened 
was there was an appeal from the 
Labour Tribunal to the Labour 
Appellate Tribunal and from the 
Labour Appellate Tribunal to the 
High Court and from the 
High Court before a single judge to 
the Appellate and then to the Supreme 
Court Therefore, this tedious process 
completely tired the labour out and 
they were denied many of the rights 
By providing for this kind of a tedious 
process you have really created so 
many problems for the labour that 
today it is beginning to loss faith in 
industrial tribunals 
So far as the civil servants in India 
are concerned, they are absolutely 
without any protection As I mentioned 
in my speech the other day Admmis 
trative Tribunals tor international 
civil servants have been provided in 
the United Nations, in the Interna 
tional Labour Organization in the 
Court of Justice of the European 
Communities, and every one 
MR SPEAKER You have already 
covered that point 
SHRf R VENKATARAMAN 
Therefore the point that in respect of 
administrative Tribunals the govern, 
ment should have taken a more liberal 
attitude and, even the voting showed 
that m the first Instance they did not 
succeed and they would have lost the 
clause but they managed to get it 
IhrougK 

SHRI J RAMESHWARA RAO 
(Mahboobnagar) I would like to 
share the sentiments expressed by my 
dear friend and colleague Mr 
Venkataraman in complimenting the 
Law Minister and the Government for 
having brought in a comprehensive 
constitution amendment Bill He 
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wanted co-operation from all sides of 
the House and he must have observed 
that, by and large, he did receive it 

I am sorry to say that there are 
certain matters — I think there were 
about 4 or 5 clauses — on which we 
have a basic and fundamental diffe- 
rence with the Law Minister and the 
Government You will forgive me 
if I were to repeat what my colleague 
Mr Venkataraman, just now said 
specially about clause 45 which relates 
to referendum Mr Venkataraman 
cpoke particularly about the language 
issue But you will agree with me 
Sir, that there are other issues also 
There is a basic practical difficulty 
In applying the referendum clause in 
this country Firstly, how will ure 
formulate the question’ Then about 
voting Even tbday when we vote in 
the Lok Sabha elections, we vote hot 
merely by name but also by symbols 
How are we going to conduct the 
referendum and equate subjects to 
symbols’ There are very many 
practical difficulties and I do not 
believe we in this country are 
ready yet for referenda Imagine 
300 million voters voting on an amend 
ment to the Constitution in a referen- 
dum I do not think it is practicable 
I do not think it is feasible I would 
like to urge on the Law Minister to 
take a second look at this in the interest 
of the passage of the Constitution 
Amendment Bill itself because there 
will be a serious objection to this also 
in the other House Certainly we 
would not like the Constitution Amend 
nreat Bili fo 6e staiiW bat / 
know why he does not see our point of 
view and what some of us have men 
tioned 

There Is another aspect I think my 
friend Mr Kamath — he is not herfe 
now — while speaking in the Constituent 
Assembly referred to the internal 
emergency clause and said that out of 
this an authoritarian system is Kke^ 
to emerge in this country I hope he 
would not mind my plagiarising W» 
sentence that out of this referendum 
clause an authoritarian system is more 


likely to emerge than through the van 
Ous other Articles of this Constitu 
tion He will bear me out that when 
I say we have the expfinence of Wiemar 
Constitution can we forget that ex 
perience and that of these constitutions 
of countries where this referendum 
clause has been used not merely as 
my hon friend Mr Venkataraman has 
pointed out to change the language 
poucy but also to change one article 
of the Constitution or of fundamental 
rights or the structure of the Constitu- 
tion but to completely subvert the 
entire constitution I have referred to 
the Weimar Constitution and the 
German Republic What exactly hap- 
pened in the Weimar Republic is likely 
to happen if we retain this referendum 
claus-* It may not happen in our life 
lime but nothing prevents it from 
happening m later years because we 
have not yet come to a stage where 
we can formulate the subject of a 
referendum with care and get It voted 
upon by millions of uneducated voters 
This clause wilj be exploited by popu- 
lists 

1 wi’l not take very much of your 
time except to say that we still have 
reservations on education and forests 
for being removed from the Concurrent 
List Then also on the question of 
Tribunals which claUs® the government 
managed just to serene through to-day 

These are aspects the Law Minister 
should re consider It is not too late 
Before passing the Bill In this House 
and before it goes to the other House 
fie may reconsirfer tfiis flbwewr 
and large we have supported the 
Constitution Amendment Bill and the 
Law Minister will have our coopera 
tion In passing this BllL 

SHRI A BALA PAJANOR (Pondi- 
cherry) Mr Speaker, Sir 1 join Ih® 
other Members in congratulating th“ 
honourable Minister for Law Justice 
and Company Aflairs. I think that he 
IS the happiest person in this session 
because he got the fullest cooperation 
Irom the Members excepting two who 
were present to-day and voted for It 
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[Shri A Bala Pajanor] 
after the hard earned work after so 
many months I would apnreclate him 
in a better fashion if he has accepted 
the suggestion to include the word 
Federal also in the Preamble as it 
becomes more important after they 
started defining the Preamble Clause 
itself or under Section ii of the 
Constitution Amendment Act 
But for this definition we could have 
accepted their statement because with 
the very structure o( the Constitution 
as federal in practice we also practice

late such a thing But, I want to pay 
him the compliment. The Law Minister 
who happened to be an advocate of 
an eminent order has taken pains with 
an advocates brain in this constitu- 
tion amendment Bill which many of 
us understand lie has taken such a 
meticulous care in spelling out certain 
provisions in this Amendment Bill 
But he failed as a pobtician to look 
to some of the amendments that were 
placed by my learned colleague Sbri 
Somnath Chatterjee and other friends 
and you have thrown them out lock 
stock and barrel as they call it That is 
because the Law Minister has failed 
to understand the political aspect of it 
I present it with a vehement force be- 
cause I have listened to tbe speeches 
made by Shn Venkataraman and Shn 
Saugata Roy It seems that the future 
characteristic of the country is at stakf 
Tbe people are afraid of many more 
things that may happen in this country

Two cases have already been re- 
gistered All responsible officers have 
gone to the spot fncludmg the Chair-

SHRI P K KODIYAN (Adoor) 1 
am a little surprised to hear the hon 
Prime Mini'ler and the Home Minis- 
ter also sa>ing that Prompt action 
has been taken. Prompt action has 
been taken in the sense that some of 
the culprits have been arrested and 
some compensation has been paid to 
the families of these killed, but that 
IS not the main point. The main point 
is that the Government of Bihar 
which now claims that prompt action

has been taken, has miserably tailed 
to protect the Hanjans and the Tnbals. 
from the onslaught of the landlords 
and other exploiting classes 

You are aware that we were all 
agitated, the entire House was con- 
cerned very much on the Belchi mas- 
sacre It was hoped that the strong 
condemnation expressed by this 
House and outside by a large num- 
ber of people and organisations would 
result in an improvement of the 
situation in that State but unfortu- 
nately Belchi was followed by so 
many other mini Belchis It was fol- 
lowed by Pathadda on June 10th of 
last year when Harljans were for- 
cibly taken away by the landlords, 
locked in a school and then paraded 
through the streets They tied ropes- 
round their necks The Bihar Govern- 
ment itself appointed a Committee 
and the Committee has condemned 
this incident 

It was followed by the Dharampurw 
incident where four Mariians includ- 
ing three educated youngmen were 
shot dead by the local Afahant and 
his hirebngs 

This incident was followed by the 
Bishrampur outrage almost a Bejehi 
like incident where Harijan« Were 
massacred The seventy year old father 
of a local Harijan leader and his 
C3 year old mother were dragged out 
ot the House and shot dead and 
thrown Into the fire and burnt 

So my main point is that it is not 
enough that after an incident has 
taken place the police go there and 
take some action and make 'ome ar- 
rests In the last one year and more. 
*uch ugly shocking brutal incidents 
have been taking place one after the 
other in the State of Bihar I should 
pom‘ out that this ugly incident in 
which tnbals Harijans and backward 
class people have been drowned In 
the Subarnarckha rUer is not an iso- 
lated one This Is happening vtider 
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[Shri P K. Kodiyan] 
the very nose of the Central Govem- 
Bient— in the Kanjhawala village 1 
am happy, the Prime Minister has 
taken a very correct and very strong 
position But I would like to inform 
the House that shocking incidents are 
taking place Today I have received 
a report! I think, it has appeared In 
the press also 

In one Haryana village, under San- 
wala police Station, in Morkhedi, on 
21-8-78, landlords attacked Hanian 
hasti with rifles and farsa and killed 
many Harijans, Subhash, a student of 
Class IX, narrated the incident that 
they killed his mother by firmg and 
his father with farso According to re- 
ports, landlords have built a wall 
around the village land and blocked 
the gates of the Hanjans whose 
houses are around the village land 
Hanjans tried to break the wall to 
get passage to go out from their 
houses and landlords beat them and 
many were injured In the morning 
police went there Still the culprits 
are roaming about and no action has 
been taken 

I have also received a report . . . 

MR CHAIRMAN Kindly ask your 
question. The calling attention Is witjj 
regard to a specific incident, not in 
general 

SHRI P K. KODIYAN We are aU 
very much concerned not only over 
the accident that has taken place nt 
Jamshedpur, but we ^ant to avoid 
such instances happemng elsewhere 
also . , , 

MR CHAIRMAN Ask your ques- 
tion 

SHRI K. P KODIYAN I am point- 
ing out that such a grave situation is 
developing in our country The Kan- 
ihawala satyagraha has taken a new 
turn, previously, they never entered 
the Harijan bastis, but from the Mst 
of this month, the l^'^ord— aatya- 
srahU have been enterhh; the Harijen 


bastis they have been using all sorts 
of provocative language and they 
have been trying to have an open, 
phj^ical clash with them i have also 
got information that, in the neighbour- 
ing States, in Haryana, in the western 
part of UP — from some tehsils and 
vUages — and in some parts of Rajas- 
than also, the landlords are organizing 
their own men, and next Sunday they 
are going to have another village 
meeting another conclave in Kan- 
jhalwala village So, the possibilities 
are there, the Kanjhawala incident 
will develop . 

MR CHAIRMAN What you are 
saying is extremely important and we 
are all one with you m anxiety over 
this question But this call-attention is 
not the forum for a general discus- 
sion of the Harijan problem The 
problem is widespread, no doubt But 
let us confine ourselves to the subject 
of this call attention and you may 
asITyour questions with regard to 
that As it is, you have already taken 
a long time Please wind up, and ask 
your question 

SHRI P K KODIYAN 1 will now 
pul my questions. In view of all these 
developments, I would like to ask the 
hon Prime hiinister how the Consti- 
tutional responsibility of the Centre 
for pr^ecting the weaker sections 
can be discharged 1 know, the hon 
Prime Minister has written many let- 
ters, has Issued directives, to the State 
Governments earnestly and sincerely 
trying his best Since the Belchi in- 
cident So many other Incidents are 
happening one after another .. 

AN HON MEMBER What is your 
point? 

SHRI P K. KODIYAN My ques- 
tion is this He is merely sending cir- 
culars to the State Governments, he 
is merely sending directives to the 
State Governments to take prompt 
action whenever and wherever inci- 
dents have taken place or to take 
prevent happening of such 
Incidents But has the time not come 
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■when the Centre will have to Intct- 
wcne In a State where the State Gov- 
ernment has consistently falled—for 
example in Bihar? Whether It Ja 
Janata rule or Congress rule, what- 
•ever may be the political colour of 
the Government, I am not concerned 
with it Where a State Govern- 
ment has consistently failed to pro- 
tect the fnterests of the weaker sec- 
tions has the time ^ot come for the 
Centre to do something more than 
merely sending circulars and direc- 
tives? That Is my one question 

Rfy second question Is in his reply 
tfie hon Minister, Mr Patll has said 
that some ammunition was found out 
from the residence of the contractor 
and some other weapons were also 
found out from the premises of the 
contractor's men (Interruptfona) ffow 
please have patience tn most of these 
incidents where llarijans and the trl- 
bals have been killed in Bihar It was 
mostly by gun shot and not by using 
lathis So I am putting the question 
Is the government prepared to do 
confiscate their licences and also sei^ 
the unlicensed guns from the land- 
lords and their hirelings so that these 
guns could not be used against unarm- 
ed and innocent Harijans and tnbals

Secondly, we do not feel that the 
State Government has in any way 
made any delay in the matter and 
their action is quite laudable This 
has also been corroborated by no less 
a person than the Chairman of the 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tri 
bes Comtniesion Bhri Bhola Paswan 
Sbastri who visited the place He 
visited the affected families and also 
had talks with the officials the man 
agement of the TISCO and other lo- 
cal officials and he has expressed sa- 
tisfaction With the promptness shown 
by the district officials in handling the 
situation and the arrangements made 
iy Ujsxq TJsJs us tiiff rejilSjwi?

The Japanese aide showed fuU un-

expressed their appreciation for the 
contributions made by India towards 
the atmosphere of cooperative rela- 
tion® which now prevails In oUr sub- 
continent. 

The Japanese Side also noted the 
role played by India In the recent 
Belgrade Conference whii reaJHr- 
med the broad direction which the 
Movement should take in the years 
ahead 

As Members are aware, Japan has 
made many significant contribubons 
to the economic growth of India and 
is one of our major trading partners 
Our discussions on bilateral matters 
’’crefore. reviewed with satisfaction, 
the various fields of our bilateral co- 
operation We both that we 

•rurt further promote our relations 
In the economic field and encourage. 


where possible, more examples of 
Joint ventures in third countries We 
also agreed that we should expand 
exchanges in the cultural, trade, sci- 
entific and technical fields Already, 
official level talks at various appro- 
priate levels are taking place towards 
tWs end and this process would natu- 
rally continue It was agreed that 
the second round of Ministerial-level 
talks would take place in Delhi next 
year at dates to be mutually agreed 
upon and 1 invited Foreign Minister 
Sanoda to visit Delhi for this purpose. 
He accepted my invitation with 
pleasure 


While in Tokyo I was received by 
Hts Excellency Mr Fukunda, the 
Prime Minister of Japan, and the 
Ministers of Finance. Inter-national 
Trade and Industry, Construction and 
External Economic Affairs Prune 
Minister Fukuda characterised Indo- 
Japan relations as havmg achieved 
heart-to-heart accord and be is look- 
ing forward to a visit to India at a 
mutually convenient time While In 
Japan, I also had the opportumty 
to meet a cross-section of academici- 
ans and intelfectual^ businessmen 
and others, who expressed the keen 
desire to intensify contacts with India 
In their respective fields with their 
counterparts in India The Federat- 
ion of Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry m Japan and the Indo- 
Japan Association whose activities 
are duected by very prominent par- 
liamentarians in Japan, also hosted 
receptions in my honour 


Between 17th to 19th August I vi- 
sited the Republic of Korea at the 
Invitation of the Foreign Minister, 
Mr Tong Jm Park. As Members 
are aware, the Republic of Korea has 
^ough its efforts, become a major 
Asian economic power with export 
coming touching the US Dollars 10 
biihon mark, it ranks today as the 
worlds seventeenth largest exporter 
Md B moved fo fhfs position from 
the elghty-clghth position it occupied 
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roughly fifteen years ago The Re- 
public of Korea is also involved, on 
an increaswg scale, in undertaking 
construction projects In West Asia 
There are encouraguig prospects, 
both for enhancing our bilateral eco- 
nomic relations and for working 
jointly m third countries, in a man- 
ner which la beneficial to these count- 
ries as well aS to India and the Re- 
public of Korea. I was gratified to 
note that the Republic of Korea ap- 
preciates India's contributions t© in- 
ternational peace and cooperation^ 
particularly in the context or the 
non-aligned movement and in our 
sub-continent Our views on the pea- 
ceful reunification of Korea, through 
direct bilateral discussions without any 
outside Interference, have been fully 
understood and appreciated by the 
Republic of Korea as well as by the 
Demonatic Peoi^e’s Republic of Korea 
Our position on this question has 
been viewed by both parties as help- 
ful towards the eventual goal of 
peaceful reunification which is the 
wish of all the Korean peoples 

The Republic of Korea has a great 
desire to intensify the cultural links 
with India As an example «f this. I 
saw that there fa a very active Hindi 
Language Department in the Foreign 
Languages University near Seoul, 
nhere nearly 140 Korean students 
are busy learning Hindi through mo- 
dern audia visual methods 

While m Seoul, I was received by 
the President Mr Park Chung Hee, 
Prime Minister of the Republic of 
Korea His Excellenqy Mr Choi Kyu 
Hah and the Deputy Prune Minister, 

H E. Jfr Duck Woo Nam and I had 
a round of talks with my counter- 
part, His Excellency Mr Tong-Jfn 
Park, the Foreign Minister 
Jn conclusion, I was impressed by 
the friendship, warmth and the este- 
em in which India is held In both 
these countries The possibility of 
cooperation in a wide variety of 
fields exist, and I hope that we can 
play our part in this process

vention of crime If we have to judge 
the Police Btll that has come before 
us properly, we should consider it in 
the perspective of the nature and range 
of police duties conditions and en- 
vironment in which they have to work, 
what U the basic goal they have to 
achieve and whether this BIU Is a step 
in the right direction or rot The duties 
of the police arc manifold In fact, 
no other arm of the Covemment has 
such wide-ranging functions as the 
police Public peace and social tra- 
nquility, which makes life livable. 
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[Shri Shambhu Nath ChaturvediJ 

ate greatly dependent on the opera- 
tions ol the police Quite often the 
police are involved in unpleasant 
duties and have to take strong action 
and they becomes the target of pub 
lie criticism The environrrent m 
which they have to work is one of dis 
trust and suspicion Pari oi it is attri- 
butable to historical reasons The 
police was conceived by the British 
as an enforcement agency and not as 
a *ervice organisation Its emolu 
ments are so meagre that it had 
virtually to live on the people That 
unfortunate tradition has been largely 
responsible for its alienation from the 
public and Its inability to win the 
trust and confidence of the people 
Therefore what Is required is that the

looking The Commissioner under 
the new system is directly and ex 
cluslvely responsible for the main- 
tence of law and order and exercises 
executive powers relating to law and 
order and allied matters which are 
normally entrusted to the D M *rhe 


judicial powers are exercised by the- 
Metropobtan Magistrate There is 
DO confusion here about the centre 
and focus of authority This arange- 
ment is conductive to better discip- 
line and absence of any divorce bet- 
ween authority and responsibility 
facilitates quick decision and swift 
action and leaves little excuse for 
indecision vacillation and delays If 
also ensures better accountability and 
provides greater scope for exercise 
of initiative The old system leads to 
unnecessary wastage of quality man- 
power Where one high level officer 
could handle the work it provided for 
two 

It is very necessary that if the 
police work is to improve there must 
be cooperation of the people It can- 
not be one sided. If the present dis- 
trust continues with such wide rang 
mg duties and activities the police 
cannot give its best and the quality of 
its service is bound to suffer 
As I said Let us forgot the hlstori 
cal background The Commissioner 
system has worked well in Bombay 
The Bombay police is the most popular 
and probably the most efficient In the 
country end although this me^sure is 
a little half hearted I think it will lend 
to Increase and improve the efficiency 
of the police and bring it nearer to 
the public I therefore support this 
BUI

He can do whatever he wants to do — 
he can extern a person or even arrest 
him or do whatever he wants to do 
This Is the subjective opinion of a 
Police Comn^sslonet and no one can 
interfere with it He can extern the 
person likely to cause alarm. You are 
going to give wide unqualified and 
undefinable powers to the police force 
What I am saying Is that the powers 
are likely to be abused and are bound 
to be abused very soon. 

1 would like to tell you in this con 
text— It struck me Just now— what was 
said about corruption of the Police 
by no less a person than that eminent 
Judge of the High Court Shri Anand 
Naraln MuUa He said several years 
age while delivering a judgment in the 
case of a Police Inspector who hsd 
been convicted for fabricating evidence 
He said these words 

There is sot a single lawless

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chicaym- 
kil) Thu Bill has been debated Irom 
tn ‘0 angles Madam Parvathi Krish* 
nan, the hon, Member, took objection 
that while the proposal for Delhi 
statehood haa been mooted and even 
the Bill has been introduced in this 
House, the absolute authority given to 
the police In the Delhi Police Bill is 
undemocratic ' 

3 Delhi is the capital of India and it 
has a cosmopolitan population Ther 
come from all areas and States and 
regions of the country They must 
have the protection from the govern- 
ment and from the administration 3t 
it a -fact which everyone knows and 
everybody complains even in this Par- 
liament that the law and order situa- 
tion in Delhi is deteriorating and the 
Police is not In a position to control. 
If will mot be too* much, I thihk Sir, 
it I may say that there Is an ineffi- 
cient Police system In Delhi On'fhe 
fioor^of this House'on mlAy" occasions 
Members of Parliament have demand- 
ed a new Police set up in D^IhL' 


That is why the Khosla Commission 
Report or whatever be the report, has 
been "accepted by the Government 
Some problems arise because of this 
Bill What will happen firstly when 
Delhi becomes a State Inanttomake 
_it very clear that the proposal to make 
Delhi a State is not in the better inte- 
rests of the country as a whole This 
is my feeling If Delhi becomes a 
State— of course I shall speak on the 
Bill when it comes before the House — 
I shall take the opportunity to warn 
the Minister that there would be trou- 
bles because Delhi 15 the capital and 
many people come here and live here 
and if you make it a State, you will 
only create many problems ior the 
administration and the dual authority 
will function here This is a matter 
to be considered very seriously The 
state-hood >s a political decision and 
jt js net a wise administrative decision 
It is subject to the political pressure 
from your own partv That is my ob- 
jection to it. 

Now, what uiU happen’ The Bom- 
bay Act is with roe The 1 Q P will 
become Commissioner of Police You 
have copied many things from the 
Bombay Police Act 1951 The Com- 
missioner of Police is accountable to 
the Administrator and then who will 
be accountable to Parliament? What 
is the position of the Metropolitan 
Council or the Assembly that you pro- 
pose to set up Will th& Police Com- 
^missioner act independently of the 
Government’ May, be the Chief 
Minister or the Chief Executive Coun- 
ciUer or whoever he may be will not 
have the control of the Police Does 
It mean that the police would be 
answerable only to Administrator’ 
And^hen you arejanswerable to Par- 
_llament? la that event in every ses- 
■!.Sion we must have a discussion over 
that 1 4 do not- know whether the 
Rome Minister Is going to control the 
entire police My point is — goo'I 
not I am- not going to say that— Ihls- 
I want to understand from you whe- 
ther according to this Bill vhelher 
Police ComralssJoner is answerable to 
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[Shri Vayalar Ravi] 
the Administrator? You have to 
clarify this That is the objection 
raised by the lady Member in this 
Resolution I won t call all the police 
personnel are corrupt I do not want 
to brand them all as corrupt They 
have to protect the citizens They 
have to maintain the law and order 
and every other thing There are 
many corrupt elements in the police 
I do not viant to generalise by calling 
them all as corrupt To day I read 
somewhere in the Indian Express that 
a police man came and ashed for daht 
from someone which he could not 
give He arrested the person He hit 
some one and someone wss killed 
This Is th^ thing which is happening 
We have to restrain the police We 
are guided by the Police Act of 1861 
a century year oU Act enacted by the 
British the then Rulers of India to 
rule the people of India when we were 
under the colonial rule Even after 
thirty years of Independence we 
could not change or modify that We 
have amended the IPC or Cr PC 
But Sir we could not effect any re 
form and make any amendments to 
the Police Act 1 want to make one 
mdre pomt very clear You may re 
member that two colleagues MPs 
met with iheiT tragic death due to 
accidents 

We are scared to walk on the road 
Vehicles can hit us '^ho Is the law 
breaker in Delhi? The Military vans 
D T C buses Police vans and the dip 
lomat cars are breaking ^he enUre tra- 
ffic line 1 wis^ the MinisCer goes 
incognito On )be roads of Uelhl and 
see for himsell how the v^hicWs are 
plyi^ig even when there fed light 
There Is no rule at bll, for the nitti 
tary vans lorries and the UTC 
buses I should call them the d’dath- 
knell It is horrible in U^IM "We 
have lost two comrades ...^Ire Is no 
modem technique Intioduied In SelhL 
The police keep op standing On the 
roads for hours to gether You ihoold 
introduce "a device in tfeOil. Please 
go and see Bombay and Madras TTow 
efficiently they have Introduced the 


traSic system Nobody can drive at 
a speed more than 40 k m The police 
immediately checks up tha speed That 
IS the police administration in Madras 
City 

Such an efficient police traffic cont- 
rol IS there in Madras Here you 
thmk that one police man standing 
and showing his hands is enotigh to 
control the traSic No it is not I 
would request you to find out what 
the modern techniques for controlling 
the traffic are and these should be 
there as a permanent measure for 
twenty four hours to have a watch 
on the traffic system This is most 
important The police man being Pn 
duty lor half an hour showing his 
hand and then going away will not 
solve the problem 

I would like to make one cr two 
more points, because when my amend 
ment comes I will speak at that fime 
Now if you go and see the condition 
of the pobce barracks you will find 
that quite miserable and horrible Are 
they cattle or human beings? We 
want them to provide protection for 
our residences and for us but what 
are the conditions in which they live 
Why should I blame them and say that 
the policemen are corrupt? In fact 
they arc forced to be corrupt How 
do they live? The census have shown 
that eighty percent of the policemen 
are TB patients Have you protdded 
them proper medical care? Have 
you provided them with proper shel- 
ter? No They live in the most hor 
rrble conditions What shelter have 
you provided to the policemen who 
come in cohhection with the Security 
of the Parliament House? Why can’t 
you provide a smSll nice shelter for 
the policemen? 

I would request you to come and 
see the beautiful shelters being provi 
ded to the policemen in Kerala. The 
Kerala Housing Board is building 
these houses for the pobcemen. We 
have completed thousands of houses. 
There the scheme is to provide attach- 
ed houses ;iear the pobce station to 
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every police man Why can’t you do 
that here 

I demand, that the grievances of 
the pohcemen should be properly 
looh^ into Proper aTraagements 
should be made for education of their 
children; they should be provided 
with good shelter and medical care 
You must give them minimum neces- 
sities of human life This is most im- 
portant Only then, we can think of 
doing away with corruption 

There are certain other clauses of 
the Bill on which I will speak later 
when I move my amendment Wide 
powers have been given to the polioe. 
to which I take strong objection 

MR. CHAIRMAN You can have two 
minutes more and finisfi now 

SHHI VAYALAB RAVI If you 
allow me to speak at that tune also 
-for one minute, I would like to make 
my point S 

Sir. wide powers have been given to 
the police The Commissioner of 
Foljce has been given the power to 
appoint Special police officers Any 
able-bodied person can be appointed 
as a special police officer What does 
it mean? You want to make these 
appomtments political appointments 
You want to give the powers of the 
police to irresponsible people It is a 
very dangerous clause We oppose it 
very strongly The licences which 
are supposed to be given by the 
Municipal Corporations would be 
given by the Police If there Is a 
script of a dranca, which has come 
from Kerala you have to make a 
Hindi translation of it and give it to 
the Police Commissioner for permis- 
sion. What an absurd clause? Like 
this, there are many other clauses 
also whidi are quite objectionable 
They are also being given powers 
with regard to the performance by 
artists. That is not correct 

Lastly, the police have been given 
powers to obstruct any genuine trade 


union movement in the railways etc 
I take very serious objection to it 
It the workers unit and have a proces 
Sion the police can intervene and dis- 
perse them They can do this in any 
kind of demonstration by the wor- 
kers 


I would speak at the tune of my 
amendment 1 would only say here 
that as far as this Bill is concerc'^d, 
very wide powers have been given to 
the police, these require to be a little 
more controlled Unless these powers 
are suitably controlled, these are like- 
ly to be abused and will create more 
problems than curbing them. 

With these words I conclude

At the very outset 1 woula like to 
point out that the Police in our coun 
try does not give protection to the 
poor people. The Police feels that 
their primary duty is to guard the in- 
terests of vested interests In fact, 

I should say that the Police has be- 
come the handmaid of haves in the 
•country and the have-nots are left to 
fend lor themselves. I am sure that 
none in this House will contradict me 
if I say that the Increasing number 
.of ntrocities being perpetrated on the 
Harijans and Scheduled Castes Is 
mainly due to lack of police protec* 
tion to them. You will And in our 
<ountry the strange phenomenon of 
the ctOprits going scot-free and the 
victims being punished by the Police. 
In the Socialist countries the Police 
set Up Is geared to meet the social 
needs of the people their primary 
ooncem is giving protection to the 
common people. 

I can adduce the cause of ineptitude 
on the part of the Government In 
reorganising the Police forte through 
out the country It Is not enough to 
make quantitative change, it is 
essential to have qualitative change 
alio In the Police force bf the coun- 
try My tugcestlon may be treated 
as unsdentifie Yet l would like to 
suggest that 50 per cent of the total 
WTultment to the Police Foree must

be from the ranks of Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes and other back, 
ward classes Then only there can be 
a semblance of police protection to 
these people jn the country I am 
sure that the hon Mimster of State 
in the Ministry of Home Affairs who 
13 also m charge of the welfare of 
Scheduled Castes end who has pilot 
ed this Bill, will hear this in mind 
for future action. 

1 would also say that the Police is 
being administered on the age-old 
British pattern. The 1861 Police Act 
is the legal frame-work for the func- 
tioning of Police You can imagine 
how outdated the Police functioning 
wUj be If it is to derive strength from 
such an outmoded law The PoUcO 
In the country should be reorganised 
to meet the needs of the people of a 
free nation As the population grows 
the needs of the people also multiply 
The Police force must be reoriented 
in such a manner that the interests 
of the common people become the 
corner-stone of all their actlvifies 

Coming now to Delhi Police set up 
I understand that 29 per cent of the 
Police force is allotted for transport 
control 30 per cent to protect the 
VVT.P5 and VIPs in the capital and 
the remaining 60 per cent is to look 
atfer the law and order situation iu 
the capital Even this 50 per cent 
gets diluted on the days of political 
and bbour agitations in the capital 
on Republic Day and Independence 
Day and on the days of Public He- 
ceptlon to foreign dignitaries visiting 
India. Besides maintaining the law 
and o'der situation, this 50 per cent 
Police Force is also to lo6k after the 
interests of sizable foreign communi- 
ties serving In the Diplomatic Mission 
in DelhL 

While the population of Delhi ho* 
gone up from S lakhs in 1955 to about 
«0 lakhs in 1978. the Police force has 
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not been augmented m the same pro- 
portion "While the population has 
grown by 12 times, the Police force 
has not been stren^heaed even by 3 
tunes You can well imagine the 
situation that the Delhi Police has 
only 6 wireless wagons to cater to the 
needs of a sprawling city l suggest 
that the Delhi Police must be reor- 
ganised in three distmct categories — 
Traffic Wing, VVIP and V.1P Pro- 
tection Wing and Law and Order 
Maintenance Wing Each wmg must 
be ■wcU equipped with modern scien- 
tific gadgets There must bo more 
Pohee Stations m Delhi The Pohee 
strength must be increased The pay 
of a Constable is unfortunately even 
less than that of a peon in the Cen- 
tral Government Jf a constable can- 
not maintain himself end his family 
in a decent way, how can you expect 
him to maintain the law and order 
situation in the Capital’ I suggest 
that the pay-structure of Police must 
be revised immediately I would also 
suggest that the Delhi Police must be 
given training m their public behavi- 
our They ate known for their 
‘tiinms’ and ‘thumfco’ 

As my friend, Shn Bhattacharya 
pointed out, Shn Dharma "Vira, who 
w-as responsible for the removal of 
West Bengal’s Progressive Left front 
Government, has been made the 
Chairman of Rjlice Commission In 
his public meetings, Shri Dbarma 
Vira does not hesitate to blame the 
politicians tor the worsening law and 
order situation in the country. Such 
n man should not hove been ^ven the 
change fo preside over Police 
Commission

pathic Repertory and Materia Medica 
hut also made it uptodate by Including 
newer remedies In 1937 Roy & Co 
of India published a revised edition of 
this book comprising of about 1200 
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pages wlucb was repnnted again m 
J952 la 1877, M/s Jam Publishers 
have reprinted the same Ur Boger 
IS considered to be one of the greatest 
anthoiities on Bofnninghausea — hence

•Xhe DelW Bottling Co manufactur- 
ers of the soft drink ‘Thums Up ui 
their advertisements have been claim- 
ing it to be a CoU product but at the 
same time, they have not been paying 
the enhanced excise duty which is 
required to be paid by manufacturers 
of soft drinks conlaming Cola nut ex- 
tract 


,The company is encouraged m lU 
corrupt practices by the conflicting and 
misleading statements made by the 
Government from time to time in the 
matter In reply to a Starred Question 
No 1002 dated the Sth May 1978 re- 
garding the Cola nut content of he 
soft drink Thums Up , the Minister of 
State m the Ministry cl Finance, Mr 
Satish Agrawal said The chemical

Thus, there are two different ver- 
sions Later on in the course of his 
reply to Starred Question No 167 on 
the 27th July 1978 pertaining to the 
soft dnnk Thums Up the Minister of 
State of Health said that the drink had 
been sent to an institute for analjsis 
to ascertain wheth-»r or not it contained 
any Cola and that since that could not 
be established by the institute the 
drink has been sent to another instl 
lute for further analysis ’ It means 
that dilatory tactics are adopted to 
help these private companies 


It will thus be noted that the infor- 
mation given by the Government from 
time to time about the Cola content 
of the drink Thums Up is not onlv 
conclusive but also misleading Maybe 
there are underhand dealings between 
the Government and that company 
Tbe Am for its part is taking adiant 
age of the situation and cheating the 
public, with mis branding advertise- 
ments and at the same time by not 
paying the enhanced excise dutv re- 
quired to be paid by manufacturers of 
(be «ott dnnks containing Cola nut 
extract They are cheating the Gov- 
enunent to the extent of several lakhs 
of rupees 

The Government should arrive at a 
definite conclusion about Cola Nut con 
lent of the drink Thums Up I de- 
mand from the Government that quick 
action should be taken not only to 
institute crimmal and civU proceedings 
against the company but at the same 
time preventing them to stop mislead-

SHRl P RAJAGOPAL NAIDU 
(Chlttoor) I am very glad that the 
hon Minister has t<iken the public 
point of ^icw into account and has 
acceded to it I would like to congra- 
tulate the hon Minister lor It With 
regard to creation of platforms, it is a 
gcxid thing But unless the stalutory 
minimum prices are fixed and the 
grading of the farmer is accepted. T 
think there will be ro use of having 
platforms here Now 1 think on the 
suggestion of the hon Minister the 
tobacco producers have organised some 
co-operative societies, they have done 
grading and that grading has been ac- 
cepted. without any question, by the

With regard to voucher system, I 
\ anf to tell on*' thing As far as 
tradesmen and monopolists are con- 
cerned they oppose it They oppose 
both the voucher system as well as the 
cheque system and therefore, they 
create trouble The Government hi« 
to compromise on this thing pnmanly 
in the interest of the producers I am 
afraid in this re«pect also they may 
play some game Therefore, I want ta 
knrw what the Government is contem* 
plating to do Unless theiGoveminent 
asks them to purchase graded tobacco, 
at least 29000 tonnes, the tradesmen

be «:een by the Tobacco Board or the 
Government that there are facilities 
for Curing tobacco Auction platforms 
should also have godovims so that to- 
bacco that could not be auctioned could 
be kept if the traders want to mono- 
polise the whole auction system and 
if they do not want to bid above a 
particular minimum price the gorem- 
ment agencj or the STC or the Tobacco 
Board should come forward to buy 
tobacco at a certain price fixed by the

by that reason I do not want to go 
into that controversy 


I feel that the creation of auction 
platforms is very much m the interest 
of the growers It Is the traders who 
did not allow the growers to get the 
proper pnee In case we have auction 
platformJ it should be possible to en- 
sure that growers get at least reason- 
able price I share the concern ex- 
pre«Sed by the ton Members, Some 
traders may come together and they 
may not like to gtve the proper price 
and so some agency should function. 
As the hon Members are aware, this 
year when the government went ahead

capital But then In case It the local 
leadership is lacking it is not possible 
for the Central Government to run 
co-operative movement in the ccRintry 
sitting in Delhi It cannot happen. It 
IS not indeed the spirit and not the 
idea behind the whole co<iperatlve 
movement as such and therefore my 
appeal to the hon members — not only

PRESS COUNCIL BILL 

THE MINISTER OF INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING (SHRI L. K 
ADVANl) Mr Chairman l be^ to 
move*. 

“That Uie Bill to establish a Pre*a 
Council lor the purpose of preserv 
lug the freedom of the Press and of 
maintaining and imorovtng tbe 
standards of newspapers and news 
agencies in India as passed by Rajya 
Sabha be taken into coi^ideratlon 
As tbe House is aware the Press 
Council was set up in pursuance of a 
recommendation made by tbe fress 
Commission It was set up n 1906 
and thereafter there had been some 
amendments made In the Act as pas 
aed tbeiL During the penod of emer 
gency while the Press suffered many 
assaults most of them of an executive 
and administrative nature there v ere 
three enactments during that penod 
which severely constricted the freedom 
of the Press The first was the Freven 
tion of Pubbcation of Objectionable 
JifeiLw -Ard jwnnd JKa.» Jthe nw* 

that repealed the Feroze Gandhi Act 
and the third was the enactment le- 
pealing the Press Council Ac* While 
this House as well as the other House 
have undone the first two anti press 
law’s which I mentioned namely the 
Prevention of Publication of Object on 
able Matters Act and the Parbanwnt 
ary Proceedings Immunity Act the 
third one still remains to be undone 
Government on Us part had indicated 


right at the out'et that so far as it w 
concerned it was committed to levi 
ing the Press Council. The Pre 
Council Bill was brought betofe t 
House and in Us wisdom Pirliame 
referred it to a Jomt Commute-* Tl 
Joint Committee has done valuab 
work It has tried to round of! tl 
edges to arrive at a broad consensi 
on the more important matters m tl 
Press Council Bill and what ha» e ner 
ed I think is a veiy ^ooj piece i 
legislation which if enacted would go 
long way in fulfilling the main purpose 
of the Press Council namel/ on th 
one hand performing the role of seL 
discipline ia the press circles and o 
the other proteeling the press fror 
various onslaught^ and encroachm nt 
being made either by the Gi/Verun-en 
or by any other agency— by big husi 
ness, by industrabsis ot by any othe 
sector 

I may mention one or two point 
that have emerged from thi* oiQ 
Committee s deliberations Th^re ha. 
been a long debate as to bow (he 
Chairman of the Council should be 
nominated or whether he should he 
nominated at bU. Two views havs 
been there One view has been why 
not the Press Council elect its own 
Chairman? In this way Press Council 
Members also would participate- in 
felecting their own CSiatrman Ihe 
other view which has dommated poll 
tical thinlcing In this country in all 
sections right from the beginning 
from (he time of the Presa Commis 
s on right up to this day and it has 
.prevailed even ia other den ocraijc 
countries where the Press Council hid 
been there has been that tbe Kind of 
authority that we want to invest In the 
Press Council would be best ensured 
if the Chairman is a nominated Chair 
man and be Is not in any wjy s ibject 
fo the various pressures of politics 
that do eoro© Into operat on In an cl*c 
tion This question was debated at 
length even in the Joint Select Coni' 
mittee and both viewpoints were ex- 
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pressed Ult mately the solution that 
the Jo nt Committee has hammered 
out IS let there be a noimnated Chair 
roan but instead of as prooosed la the 
Original BU the Chiet Justice nom 
nating the Cba rman let U be done by 
a nom natmg panel which should cora 
prise ol three persons— Sjieaker of Lok 
Sabha Chauman of Rajya Sabha and 
the third person being a nember 
elected from among themselves by the 
members of the Press Council so that 
even though the principle of election 
by the Press Council has not been 
completely accepted the participation 
of the Members ol the Press CovmcR 
in the selection of the President has 
been ensured In this way the two 
viewpoints have been sought to be 
accommodated 

There are other small po ntj also 
that have emerged from the Joint Com 
mlttee $ dehberat ons. on« of which is 
that there should be a larger represen 
tatloQ for Members of Parliament that 
Instead 0 ! three we may have five 
three from this House and two from 
the other House 

It has also "been ensured that majo* 
Tlty from the working loumali 8 t$ who 
are to be included in the Press Council 
will be from the Language Press, so 
tbtit the Rngl sh Press do«s not domi 
nate 

The other amendments and changes 
that have been mada by the Joml 
Conunlttee In the ^tU i am sure are 
going to enhance and ^ugment the 
^SecUseaesa -it Ojuoji L 

There was ^ons derable debate on the 
code of conduct and several of tny 
colleagues In the Joint ComroUtee to 
dud ng our learned friend Mavalan 
karji have put in notes of dissent on 
this point I can appreciate that view 
point part culariy because the code of 
conduct became a phrase which bad a 
very specific connotation dur ng the 
emergency period. It was thought to 
be something like a rod ol discipline 
which ihf' Government sought to use 


to d sc pllne the press It was even 
contemplated that the code of disci 
pUne should he legislated by Patlia 
ment and the Government was think 
log in teims of bringing a Bill to that 
effect I may make it clear that the 
choice of words In the provlsio 1 which 
relates to the code of conduct is very 
ddlberate We have hot asked the 
Press Council to formulate a code of 
conduct but We have asked them to 
build up a code of conduct. The ex 
planation of building uP has been 
given even Jn 1966 gOd repeated there- 
after by the Press Council ncroely 
that the various adjudications that the 
Press Council makes In various mat 
tors add up to a body of case law aod 
that Case law provides the code of 
conduct which will govern affairs 
of the press Nothing else U meant I 
know Ihit our learned friend Mavalan 
fcatji wheri he referred to this aho 
said that if this is the intention of the 
Bill, then perhaps it Is ill right but m 
regard to the other Interpretat on of 
which because of the emergency e* 
perience some Jnands are apprehen 
slve I would like to make it clear that 
th^t is not at all in our nund 

There may be some other points ilso 
aris ng out of the amendments that 
may be moved or in the course of the 
debate that Is going to ensue l would 
only say that the pres* Council BUI a* 
U has now been adopted by the Hajya 
Sabha is certainly a very great hh" 
provement on the earlier enactment 
and when this Is adopted it will be 
another major pledge In the field ^ 
press freedom fulfilled by the new 
^vremmerft.

Ifcdam 
wbat is the type of freedom that the 
Press Council is going to eojoyt Again, 
you will find that the Press Council is 
to consist of a Chairman and 28 ether 
Members The Cbalrmaa is going to 
be a paid employee of the Govern 
ment Whatever Chairman is going to 
he there he is going to be n uaid ofifi 
eer of the Government And look at 
the other constituent elements Who- 
ever is going to be there 's nomloated 
by the Government If you see the 
category of joumahsts to be on the 
Press Council you will find that thir 
teen of them are going to be nominated 
of whom six are going to be editors of 
newspapers. Six of the Members are 
put m the next category to be nomi- 
nated and in the next category one 
Member again Is to be nominated All 
of them are going fo be nonuaated 
There is not even a reference to the 
panel from which nomlaatlons are 
going to be made. The Government 
has a free hand in the nominaljon of 
joumahsts editors and everybody else 
So the entire body Is at the mercy of 
the Government and the Government 
which enjoys the power to nominaie 
will certainly in consequence enjoy 
the power of removing them also 
When the power to nominate is there 
the power to eliminate or to remove 
Is also there It js a nominated body 
instead of a sovereign body It is Hke 
a man in jail being authorised to main- 
tain freedom outside The Press Coun- 


cil is a cage bird maintained by the 
Government at the cost of the Tov 
ertiment So the responsibility to 
maintain the freedom of the press is 
tall talk and will not lead us anj where

It you look at the pattern ol the 
newspapers in India, you will notice 
that all ol them have the same pattern 
even m the matter ol coverage of 
news Or the composition ol the news 
All the papers will give importance 
first to minlstetial pronouacemenls bv 
the ‘vanouj Ministers who come ard 
go. Then comes the news about the 
various political parties AU ol them 
loUow the same standard Then there 
will be some reference to law and 
order situation in the citiea So, if 
you take any newspaper, you.wiU notice 
that 90 per cent ol the population who 
live in the countryside are not even 
mentioned in the newspapC"^ They 
confine thenuelveg to news rbout the 
metropolis They cover only news 
abojt cittes and towns. Unfortunately 
the journalists are also happy bving 
in towns. They do not want to go to 
the countryside, just like the doctors. 
The result is that the entire country 
side ot India is completely forgotten 
For them Indl^ only means the cities 
whose newg they cover » 

Since the entire countryside is kept 
out the entire lot of the poor pecple 
and their news Is also kept cut It 
applies to the barijans also The 
other day there was some news about 
the hartjans only because there was 
some law and-order problem and some 
people were shot down. It Is only 
when there is law and order problem 
or some enme that we sec in the news 
papers reference to the poor people 


and hanjans Otherwise, news about 
the poor people in the countryside 
never appears In the newspapers. 

The same thing applies to the cons- 
tructional activities There is not even 
a mention ol that In the newspaFer> 
the temples of freedom jBut if there 
IS an accident or some sensational 
news, something unusual then only 
the newspapers given importance to 
the countryside ^ 

Another aspect is that only rich ond 
middle class people read the news- 
papers The poor people do not 
read th^ newspapers For that lural 
newspapers should be encouraged and 
they should be given greater weightage 
in the Press Council Do not go 
by circulation, because that is hoi lb* 
proper cnlerlon Any ^ newspapers 
published in the towns will have nstu 
rally a wider circulation because they 
cater to a homogenous population So 
circulation should not be made the 
only criterion for making selection I® 
the Press CounclL So, I would s*y 
that papers published ^he country- 
side which give proper imooilance to 
tb4 rural development and construc- 
tional activities in the rural ereas that 
should be the criterion lor including 
representatives in the Pres.3 Coudci 
T hen 1 should also say sometbiuf 
about the powers and functions of 
Council. The powers are sonewha 
defined properly But 1 am meUned 
agree with what has been said by 
hon Members who have'’ given * 
minute of dissent about the code ® 
conduct being drawn.

praising this Government Even the 
present Government are under pres- 
sure to fulfil their commitments I 
know, they are in difficulty They are 
not able to fulfil their commitments 
and policies to the satisfaction of the 
people Why should the newspapers 
suppress the truth’ There was an 
incident of GT train being looted No 
newspaper reported the incident ex- 
cept the Hindu of Madras That in- 
cident took place in Bhopal the capi- 
tal of Madhya Pradesh So many 
goandas attacked the train and so 
many poondas in uniform were de- 
fending them No newspaper here 
published this incident This incident 
should have been brought to the no- 
tice of the people by all the news- 
papers Someb^y must have toM 
them that this was a sensitive mci- 
dent Involving Hindi and non-Hindi 
issue So they did not publish it 
There >s a sort of censorship even 
now in operation I feel that , the 
newspapers should not only evolve* 
their own code of conduct but they 
should also adhere to neutrality, ob- 
jectivity and truthfulness in their 
comments also 

The various luactions of the Coun- 
cil axe mentioned here I am surpns- 
ed to see one item, particularly, item 
(0 where it says 

“to concern itself with develop- 
ments such as concentration of or 
other aspects of ownership of news 
papers and news agenaes which 
may affect the Independence of the 
Press ’ 

What does “lo concern itself ’ 
mean’ To spend sleepless nights? 
What should they do about it’ They 
do not haie much powers With res- 
pect to everybody else, they have 
got unrestricted powers With re- 
gard to owners and capitalists of the 
press they say they should concern 
themselves to such developments. 
After that, what do they do’ I am 
suggesting that an appropriate ac- 
tion should be taken ugamst the ty- 
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coons. The concentration of ownCT- 
ship of newspapers should be res* 
tneted. No one should be allowed to 
own more than two or three news 
papers If it comes about an appro- 
priate action should be tahen 

Then there is clause H in regard 
to complaints, how to deal with com* 
plamts A complaint is brought to 
the Council and it will be discussed 
in the CounaL What do thejr do 
about it? They egress in writting 
that a warning may be issued But 
no action is being taken against 
them So, this sort of an imbalance 
as regards the owners on cne side 
and the newspapers on the other side 
should be removed. The owners 
of newspapers should also be restrain- 
ed in toeir operations The newspa- 
pers should expand their activities 
that will help the nation.

It has been said that the recent po 
llcy on textiles and also de-contiol- 
ling of sugar will do great harm to 
the public distribution system So 
far as the new textile policy Is con 
cemed, as has been announced by 
my colleague, 400 milUoa metres of 
controlled doth will be produced by 
the mills coming und(»* the National 
Textile Corporation, and to the ex- 
tent we are subsidismg the control- 
led cloth, it will come from the other 
rpiiic It Is not ai if Government has 
given up the scheme It is not correct 
On the contrary, it will be possible 
for us to take care of the quality of 
the cloth, to take care of the pricing 
of the cloth and also to have proper 
distribution system Here we are bar- 
ging the other textile miUs which ^ 
producing the other cloth— not the 
handlooms, the handlooms are ex- 
cluded— and they will have to pay 
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the additional price for these losses 
that we shall incut on the controlled 
cloth , 

AN HON MEMBER Handlooms 
also have been given 

SHRI MOHAN DHARIA Hand- 
looms are given the opportunity to 
produce Janata cloth I can say to the 
hon. Members that this has helped 
in giving new production capacities 
to our handlooms For that purpose 
also, a certain element of subsidy is 
given, some sort of expenditure Is 
borne by the Government It is how 
the handlooms are being provided 
with additional work. 

Today there are hundreds of our 
handlooms which are not getting ad- 
ditional worlt' Keatly 1000 nuIUon

VEDI (Agra) Madam, under Rule 377 
1 beg to raise the lolloumg matter of 
urgent public importance 
The Committee set up by the Mmu* 
try of Petroleum and Chemicals to SO 
into the pollution hazards to the Taj 
at Agra from the emissions of the 
Mathura Refinery made an ln*depth 
study of the overall problem of pol- 
lution threat to the Taj and has ex- 
pressed Its concern at the existing le- 
vel of pollution in Agra and conclud- 
ed that the additional pollution from . 
the Refinery would be negligible 
The committee therefore, recom- 
mended that Agras two Thermal 
Power -stations should be closed doWn 
so as to reduce the level of sulphur 
dioxide and particulate matter in the 
city The other steps suggested In 
elude transfer of foundries drom their 
present sites and a ban on the loca- 
tion at industries m north-west of the 
Taj 

All these steps are tound to have 
senous repercussions on” Agra’s indus- 
trialisation. It IS true that in the long 
run these power stations are likely to 
be closed down or kept as ‘stand by' 
But any hasty step in this directum 
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would simply spell ruinatjon on the 
existing industries The closure of 
these "uhils should instead be linked 
with the oter-ali question of ade- 
quate availability of hydel power 
other from Harduaganj or some new 
project like COO MVA Mainpun pro- 
ject and completion of the grid and 
440 Volts sub station on Agra Bye 
Pass

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It is a widely known fact that the 
city has been a centre of foundries 
for the last several decades Has the 
committee fned fo Rnd out to what 
extent they have caused damage to 
the Taj as distinct Trom the power 
houses Apart from this, foundries

Witt be innumeraWe loss of life and 
property Crops on both sides of the 
Ganges arc already on the \erge of 
destruction by the flood havoc So, 
the matter should now be dealt with 
On a war fooling lo avoid Impending 
dangers and unprecedented disasters 

About the deplorable eonditions of 
50(H> pilgrims In Carhwal region a 
delaved report from Tehrl Garhwal 
district said that five persons, includ- 
ing throe children, lost their lives Jn 
a cloud burst on Monday night Im 
Datdhung village Two villages and 
J8 catUe bad been washed away In 
th- floods that followed Four vil- 
lages of the area were completely cut 
off because of serious road breaches 

Bead and Tele communications in 
the valley, which were badly hit by 
heavy rain and the two flash floods a 
fortnight ago are *t'11 paralysed and 
the only link with the district head- 
quarters is through wireless 

A pilgrim from Calcutta, who trek- 
ked -about 100 K.M of diflicuU ter- 
ratn with his family to reach Srinagar 
fGachwal) told UNI at Lucknow that 
the Telegraph offices on his way re- 
ported their lines down and he could

•SHRI GOVINDA MUNDA (Keon- 
jhar) Mr Deputy Speaker Sir the 
other day I had said about the histo- 
rical background of the Press Coun- 
cil Bill In- that context I had narrat- 
ed bow the media had been misused 
during the emergency I do not like 
to repeat the same thing today Rather 
I nould like to confine my'elf on the 
composition of the Pre«3 Council 1 
would also like to draw the atten 
tion of the hon 'Minister to some sug- 
gestions thereto 

Sir the compo-^ition of the Press 
Counal IS quite good and justified. 

It 1 mentioned m Clause 5(e) of this 
Bill that there shall be three mem- 
bers from the Lok Sabha and two 
m^mbc’s f’-om the Rajya Sabha In 
this way five will be taken as mem- 
bers m this Council Sir the entire 
House is aware of the fact that the 
Adfvasia and Hanjans are alwa?'* 
neglected In this context I w'ould 
like to request tbs hon Minister to 
take at least one AdivasI or ffanjao 
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IShri Govinda Munda] 
member either from the Lok S^hhft 
or from the najya Sabha Secondly 
there is certain proiision in this Bill 
to include some members from among 
the Editors and Journalbts of Indian 
languages Onya Bengali Trtugu.

this denial should be taken at its face 
value atid why what Mr Jain has said 
should not be taken as correct* This 
shows that so long as business inter* 
■ests are there, they will suport the 
Oovemment of the day and automatJ* 
cally the Government will control tbs 
Press Therefore there should be 
diffusion of ownership of the Press not 
only in the pase of large newspapers 
but also in the case of small news, 
papers which are very often more 
subservient to the Government. So. 
wherever business interests are Involv- 
ed, there must be diffusion of owner- 
ship 

Secondly, a code of conduct la sought 
Ay be estaMx'ebed ftw js«rapui!flar .wav 
for Journalists But how can we pres- 
cribe what Is gocd or what is bad? 
What Is good for we mSy be bad for 
you I may like a particular type of 
food which you may dislike- Nobody 
can ask wiy 1 like it and why you dis- 
like It Let us forget food and come to 
art 1 may like a particular type of 
painting or, price of music which you 
may not like Vou may like some 
ether painting or musm. No one can 
ask the reason for it. Similarly, if

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some newspapers are written in bad 
taste, in that case the public will be 
the ultimate Judge If they indulge in 
yellow journalism, the people them- 
selves will reject those papers. It is 
not for me or for you or for the Gov- 
ernment to say what is bad ar what 
the public should or should uot read 
The point which is sought to be mads 
IS that this Code of conduct will not 
be created by the Government or bj 
the Press Council but will be evolved 
by the journalists You will remem- 
ber that odious piece known as the 
Code of Journalistic Ethics brought out 
during the regime of the previous Gov- 
ernment Clearly that this code was 
odious to me and to you but the Minis- 
ter of Information and Broadcasting at 
that time, Mr Shukla, said, ‘ This was 
evolved by the All India Newspaper 
Editors Conference and it was finalis- 
ed by this very conference!” The fact 
that the Press itself is evolvmg a code 
does not mean that the code » Justi- 
fied 1 strongly oppose this code and 
strongly agree with the dissenting 
Views expressed by Shrl grt^nt 
Verma and Prof ^fsvaIankBr in fhe 
Joint Committee 

Sir. 1 have made two points. I wlU 
request the Minister to do a favour, 
not to me but to the House and to the 
country, by mentioning what drastic 
steps he is contemplating for diffusion 
of ownership of newspapers wherever 
they are eontroUed by busmessmen. 

J request him also In all hunjility but 
with all the strength at my command

The monopoly 
press should be diGused th-re IS no 
difference ot opinion on that, but 
how to tackle lliat Is a very tug and 
very senoua question and opinion 
differs from person to person 

You just m"ntloned one or two cases 
about business houses May I point 
out one thing about the case o( the 
National Jlerflld? Th s Is not a uusl 
ntss house this Is not coiitroUeU by 
monopoly houses This is controlled 
by Mrs Gandhi This Is an old paper 
s’arted by Jawaharlal Uehni and let 
me quote with your kind pennlssico 
Trom Sunday JIc says 


“But what happened to Cbala 
path! Eau of the Jfafional Herald 
into whose shoes Khuswant Singh 
stepped’ Few people could have 
been more loyal than Chalapathi 
Rau has been to the Nehru family 
for the past 40 years Many a ti’ne 
against his conscience he stootj like 
a rock not only by Jwaharlal Nehru 
but by his daughter also The only 
principled line he drew was on Nlr 
Sanjay Gandhi he did not go out 
of his way to build up the rising 
star of the Emergency ’ 

Again he says 

One day last month Chalauathl 
Raus stenographer was on leave 
As usual he wrote his editoriaL But 
the management gave Instructions to 
all typists in the office to refuse to 
type out his editorial Chalapathi 
Rau hke any other journalist likes 
to see his writing in print so be Ig- 
nored the hint of the management.

gements arm reaches a long way 
Instructions had been sent to the 
press — tbe linotype operator refused 
to compose the hahdwrUten piece 
The sarre day when Rau was leav 
tag office the management did not 
allow him the use of the office car 
The heart broken Chalapathi was 
seen off for the last time from the 
office over which he had presided 
for 40 years by only his peon.

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But I will emphasize only one point, 
namely, that by this legislation ^lw»e 
Government cannot give freedorn to 
Ihe press, because it deals only with 
very few aspects. If Government 
propose to give freedom to the press 
then they should mention or e<tnt 
soma procedures also as to how the 
monopoly of the press would be abo* 
bshed They should also mention 
how they will give freedom to the 
press Irom Government control, whe- 
ther direct or indirect, and fr**edom 
from group of corporate pressure, big 
business mentality and social blind- 
ness. These are the things which 
have to be done so that the press 
can function freely, frankly and fear- 
lessly 1 have already given some 
amendments and I will go into them 
In detail when they are taken 
But I just want to make some 
missions at this stage 


The papers carry the news of the 
cities only and not of the rural ^reas. 
There are a number of languages in 
our country, more than 1600 dialects 
and the newspapers are being publish- 
ed only in B f«w' languages. The 
papers should carry the news about 
the people below the poverty 
the downtrodden people, who ®re 
being harassed * It is not that 
by publishing the nudity of a tri- 
bal woman in a magazine, they 
can say that they have publicised the 
economic conditions of the tribals. ft 
Is nothing but an attempt to capture 
the eyes of the reader and to sett the 
magazine. I want to urge that iyp* 
of publications should not be allowed 
and the real picture of the economic 
condition of the weaker sections, the 
scheduled castes and the schc^eo 
tribes, should be depicted by the pr®*® 
I have given an amendment suggest- 
bg that the number of Members cj 
the Press CounefT, which the President 
may appoint, be increased by two. to 
ibclude one from Scheduled Caste mw 
one from Scheduled Tnbe so that ‘b*y 
ean go through the publications 
ean give their opinions in the Prem 
Ct^efl. Only a very P” a 

betonging to tbfe scbedulea castes 


the scheduled tribes are in the Press 
You will find, none from these few 
press reporters, may be nominated, 
those belong to scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes This is my humble 
submission and I hope the hon Minis- 
ter would agree to this amendment 
to appoint a representative from 
scheduled castes and a representative 
from scheduled tnbe In the Press 
Council so that at least something can 
be done for the people who have been 
neglected by the society so far. 

With these words, I conclude. 

SHRI SIVAJI PATNAIK (Bhubanes- 
war) Mr. Chairman, Sir, the Press 
Council came into being in 1968 and 
then it was given a goodbye in 1978 
during the Emergency 

As you know. Sir, the Press In ladla 
bad to pass through a period of trau- 
matic experience during the days of 
Emergency It was humiliated, victi- 
mised and suppressed It was asked 
to )oin the chro’u along with the 
psycophants in praise of the auihoti* 
tarian regime It was not only pre- 
vented from disseminating news but 
was also asked to misinfonn the 
people Such was the condition dur- 
ing the Emergency. 


It ts good that the Press CounciT Is 
being revived and the rights of the 
Press are being restored. It is better 
to have the Press Council than not 
to have it But wiU the press, the 
fourth estate, he able to discharge its 
responsibility’ Let us have a look at 
the facts. What Js the position today 
In our country? 


If we look to the newspaper cover- 
age. we see that 25 per cent of Ibe 
newspapers in India arc English dailies 
htiii 31 2 per cent of them are publish- 
ed In the tour metropolitan cities 
These four matropolitan elUes al«o 
account for per cent of the cir- 
culation of these papers Cermmon 
ownership of newspapers account for 
tl per cent c/reufatfon of all the metm- 
t>oUtBa daUct. 
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It has been mentioned In (he objce- 
tives of til pre&» Council (hat It «IU 
■■ concern us-’U with developments, 
such as concentration of Or other as. 
peels of ownc'shp of newspapers and 
news agon ils which may oOccl (he 
Independence of th-' press ’ As to 
how it can discharge this responsibi- 
lity, there is no indication it. 

What we see In India is that there 
is not only concentration of owner 
ship ol new-spapers but there Is alto 
interlocking of industry and business 
With press halurally, its effects will 
be there and Its effects ato there The 
press barons are so powerlul that they 
even find to dictate terms to the CSov- 
ernment by boycotting the wage board 
for working journalists. 

The renowned jurist Mr M C 
Setalvad in his Autobiography, hes 
narrated a case with regard to a or«9 
tigious dally the SMt'-rmen of wnlch 
he was the Chairman of the Board of 
Truslces for som" time lie has nar- 
rated how the then editor was sacked 
by the owners over the head of the 
trustees because he ^*as not In *uae 
with the big busmess moves aga'rst 
the U F Cos eminent of West OenagI 
la 1967-CS 

In such a situation the reporter or 
edllo' becom°s a pnsoner of the mow? 
of the proprietor The earlier Press 
Commission Beport has narrated b 
number of instances about them The 
Press Commission had concluded on 
this point as follows 

"at would be rather naive to ex- 
pect a newspapersor periodical run 
by a leadmg light of a chamber of 
commerce to advocate communism 
or support a proposal for expro- 
priation of capitaL It Js, however, 
legitimate to demand that tn report- 
ing news of happenings, It should 
not over-emphasise one side of « 

’ picture or black out another, or 
otherwise distort a despatch so as to 
mislead the reader ” 

But It remains a pious wish 
Sir, there la an Inherent threat to 
the freedom of press which arise* 
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from the very 8>stem Itself The press 
or a country reflects tho kind of 
society \ hlch exists there Hence we 
witness m this country, by and large 
the pres< has been weighted against 
(he onpressed people agairst the

Although it has been proposed In 
the BiU that the tanguago newspapers 
Will be given adequate representation 
in tho new Press Council, the press 
In general ns well as the Pro's Coun- 
cil continues to be elite-oriented What- 
ever you do it Is a question linked 
up with the system its-'lf Only when 
the social struggles of (he xnas'es wOl 
assert themselves, the things will be 
otherwise New values created through 
these 'octal Mniggles of the peopi* 
will be reflected In (he press. 

Similarly about (be Govemmiol*

both from proprietoral oppression and 
government Interference When 
scan the various provisions of the BUI 
we And that in both respects the Press 
Council IS toothless As far as the 
management is concerned there is the 
power of censure and the matter ends 
there But as far as government in**r 
ference with press is concerned it is 
sad that there aJe no provisions what- 
soever On the contrary it is clear 
that the government is fighting shy of 
the Press Counnl There is no provi 
sion to the effect that this Press Ooun 
cil will have junsdictioa with resPect 
to complaiAts about interference from 
the government in the same manner 
as it has Jurisdiction t© see the com- 
plaints of proprietoral oppression, etc 
Sir if you look at Clause 13 sub- 
clause (2) (3) you will find that this 
Council can give its opinion on such 
matters as may be entrusted to It by 
the Central Goiemment In other 
words the Initiative of the Press 
Council has also been curbed. The 
point I am making is that an important 
aspect of the freedom of Press, name* 
ly freedom from government intero- 
tence has been totally left cut from 
the Jiinsdictioa of the Press CoonolL 

Mr Chairman, one of the objects of 
Press Council is to build a coda of con- 


duct for newspapers In so far as the 
Press Council is an agency created 
and nominated by the govenunent 1 
am afraid th s evolution of the code 
of conduct might in the long run prove 
a type of veiled censor as far as the 
freedom of the Press is concerned 

Sir the body is heavily nominated. 
This Is a rather undemocratic form 
and it would have been better if In 
stead of nominations the principle of 
election bad been given full and fair 
play 

I,astly a word about language press 
representation It has b“en ensured 
but it IS absolutely necessary that the 
language press of all the languages 
mentioned in tae Constitution gets re- 
presented. This is necessary Jn order 
the the Press Council should have an 
adequate representation Therefore I 
subnut that all the languages men 
tioned m the Constitution should b* 
properly represented 1 must specifl 
cally make ment on of Urdu because 
that IS a language paper mo t neglect 
ed at the hands of the government 
Here I ftiay be a little irrelevant but I 
may sug-’est that the location of office 
of tie Reg strar of Newspapers m 
India m Delhi is creating a lot of m 
convenience Many Urdu papers are 
published from Bombay and for every 
little purpose declarations have to be 
submitted to Delhi and then they 
shuttle between Bombay and Delhi 
which causes a lot of Inconvenience to 
them. 

This 13 a matter which must be look 
ed into 

I would Iberefore plead with the 
Government for the setting up of re- 
gional offices especially as far as 
Urdu is concerned, especially in Bom 
bay 

There are vaitous other matters, but 
there is no tune. I have given my 
amendments on various matters and 7 
ahaU soeak on them. 

I vrish to say Oriiy tnore word 
about Clause 10 b^ore I conclude. 
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[Shri G M Banatwalla] 

Clause 16 provides for the levy of a 
fee by the Council On the registered 
newspapers Sir, I am totally oppos- 
ed to this levy of a fee As it is, the 
economy of newspapers is very pecu- 
liar Let the Government come for- 
ward with the necessary amount re- 
quired by the Press Council rather 
than place any burden whatsoever on 
the newspapers in our country

public. It IS really therjght to correct 
information and fair comment; and I 
may add onemore~to the polipcians, 
it is to have the right to address the 
public through the press and to save 
themselves from character assassina- 
tion When the various people exer- 
cise these freedoms, this brings about 
a lot of conilict In fact, Samuel 
Johnson has said very beautifully in 
his book. Life of Milton— ft laavcry

"If every murmurer at Govero- 
m«it may diffuse discoateat there 
can be no peace, if every sceptic 
in theology may teach his po «ie* 
there can be no rchgion The dan- 
ger of such unbounded liberty anH 
the danger of bounding If have pro- 
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duced n problem in the Science ol 
Government which human under- 
standing seema hitherto unable to 
solve

freedom of the press on one side and 
the rights of the m lividual on the 
other in the conduct ol the press

reports and various important con- 
tradictions in the testimony of wit- 
nesses have been noticed, aome fur* 
ther contemporary offcial documen- 
tary records have also become avail- 
able In the light of those doubts and 
contradictions and those records, Gov- 
ernment find it difficult to accept that 
the earlier conclusions are decisive.

which Netaji declared the Provisional 
Government of India and declared a 
war of Indian liberation against the 
British imperialists. 


Today, I express my gratitude to the 
Prime Minister because today ends a 
crusade that m my humble way I was 
trying to conduct on behalf of the 
people of India at least to see that 
officially and legally Netaji is not 
declared dead. How, by undoing the 
findings of tJie two Reports at least 
this much we have achieved that, 
today, Netaji is neither legally nor 
officially dead 

What happened to him’ Whether 
there will be any useful purpose 
served by having a frerii enquiry or 
not is a question which 1 will answer 
later But I want to draw the atten- 
tion of the Prime Minister to the fact 
that what has been done by fhia 
Government has been done by ^osla 
himself He himself repudiated Jils 
own findings m a recent case in 
Calcutta There was the report of the 
Khosla Commission and, just after 
the publication of this Report, I 
published a book called *1116 Last 
Days of Netaji’ This is nothing but 
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almost a verbatim reproduction of the 
Commission s Report having Just 
some linking up here and there At 
least In 27 places he described Netajl 
as 3 puppet of Japan a tool of Japan 
a quisling and i\hat not Why did 
he do so’ Do \oa know’ It was 
because he 'ound that the testimony 
D* the witnesses — Japanese or other- 
v,ise — loid not justify bis dndtng* 
that Nelaji real y drd the plane 
crash Therefore he had to build up 
some po itical thc'is and he did it 
v/ithout having any kind ot evidentiary 
support No witne s anywhe-e men 
tion'-d that Netaji a-ted or subjected 
hims-’if to act as n puppet or n quulmg

level Mr Chairman I say with all 
the emphasis «t my command that 
the paat experiences have shown that 
fhe two-plank policy of the Govern- 
ment of India in regard to this has 
miserably failed-^not only failed but 
it has also caused maximum harm and 
injury to the nation’s economy, parti- 
cuforly to the jute growers They 
are forced to sell their jute at a much 
lower rate than the statutory price 
What are the basic or fundamental 
reasons for this’ There are many 
but I will mention only four Impor- 
tant reasons for the failure of the 
governments policy First the inade- 
quacy of the Support pnee, second 
the late-starting operations of the 
Jute Corporation of India, third in- 
adequate number of the JCI purchas- 
ing centres; fourth operations of the 
JCI are wholly In the secondary mar- 
ket They are completely absent in 
the primary market.

‘It is most unfortunate that the 
very basis of the fixation ot the said 
minimum statutory price, namely, 
the first-cost of cufCivaCfon of raw 
jute has been deliberately kept low 
by the various agencies concerned 
at an unimaginable low figure of 
Rs 116” 

Now, 1 revert back to explode tbo 
myth ot the fixation of minimum sup- 
port price From the available docu- 
ments, I find the cost of production 
per quintal wag Rs 163 calculated for 
the year 1974-75 The Agricultural 
Prices Commission fired the minimum 
price at Rs 125 per quintal for the 
year 1974-75 The cost of cuIUvalion 
per quintal of raw jute was found out 
to be Rs- 163 per quinta! but the 
minimum price fixed by Agricullural 
Prices Commi'sion was R*- 125 per 
quintal. It began with Rs. II6 and 
then came to Rs. 125 in 1974-75 What 
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78) m its eighth report on the Jnt® 
Corporation of India has 

"There is no doubt that In the 
entire process of collection com- 
pilation and publication of data re- 
lating to cost of cultivation of jute

last three >ears. This years ftaute W 
SO lakh bales of the total estimated 
production of 75 lakh bales that is, 
only 1/Sth of the total production will 
be left to the private traders and mid- 
dle men. Uplill now, as far as my In- 
formation goes the JCI has been able 
to purchase jute of only 47000 bales 
Now the Government Is very eloquent 
on account of operation of the co 
•peratives in jutc Let us under- 
stand what the cooperatives are doing 
As far as my information goes the 
numbe” of cooperatives in jute in the 
whole CQunt*y was only 103 in 197G-77 
Their pu chas-s w,orked out at h st to 
a meagre 3 5o per cent in 1975-76 
Therefore you can well understand 
that more than 90 per cent of the total 
production ot jute is left In the hands 
of the private traders and middle 
mso.

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the situation What happens actually? 
Jt 1 $ a vicious circle — how it happens 
Vear before fast there was a large 
production of Jute. Prices fell. So 
last year many of the jute cultivators 
STvit^ed on to paddy There was net 
much production of Jute The mills 
raised the question of raw jute shor- 
tage. They threatened closure Pn 
ces went up slightly This year more 
farmers have taken to jute cultn'a- 
tion. More area has come under jute 
cultivation. Now, the buyers the 
jute barons and the middlemen have 
conspired so that the prices go down. 
Xt IS a VICIOUS circle When the prices 
go up the production Is less and when 
the prices go down, the production 
Is more and all the time the jute 
grov.er is at the receiving end The 
tales of woe of the jute grower had 
better not be told They have been 
repeated time and again thousands of 
times All 1 want to say Is that t do 
not think that this Go\ernment or any 
government under the present struc 
lure can do by make shift amnp«- 
ments which they are maVing to 
solve the problems of jute grow'ers 
To my mind there are only two ways 
in which the problems of the jule 
growers can be solved First Is the 
takeover of purchase of Jute or trade 
In raw jute and second is the take 
over of all Jute mills and takeover of 
the eicport trade in jute Which go 
vernment in tWs country under the 
present structure has the courage to 
do that’ So it Is talking In vain 
There is also another way and I know

SHRI SAUGATA ROY He was a 
caucus Minister or whatever you call 
him. Now there Is a ffery trade union 
leader and son-in-law of Bengal, 
who u the Industry Minister and who 
has got jute under him and here Is a 
daughter of Bengal though not from 
a ]ute growing area but the daughter 
of Bengal all the same What has 
happened to jute growers this time? 
I. 6 t me Put it in substance that the 
talk of the Industry Minister is all fire 
and brimstone with no substance I am 
making a charge on Mr George Fer- 
nandes who is not here and who 
should have been here I am nuking 
this because I want to point out how 
useless his statements are how im 
potent his Ministry is and how In 
competent he has proved in providing 
minimum price to jute growers 

Last year the best work that has 
been ever done in regard to the pro- 
blem of Jute growers w'as done by a 
Committee of this Parliament called 
the Committee on Public Under- 
takings 

In all. the Comznitfee on Public 
Undertakings submitted five reports 
on Jute — the Third Report on the 
Exploitation of the Jute Growers 
Eighth Report of Governments Un- 
fair Pricing Pobey for Raw Jute 
Twelfth Report on Back to Back Ar- 
rangement on the Sale of Jute to Jute 
Mills Thirteenth Report on Froeure- 
ment and Marketing of Jute by the 
JCI and the Fourteenth Report 00 
Organisational matters This is one 
of the best v orks done by any Com- 
mittee on Jute The Government have 
these 'reports n front of their eyes 

The Cammitlee has suggested some 
very concrete steps to be taken no- 
thing revolutionary— no taking over of 
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the raw jute trade and no nationalisa 
,tion of the jute mills — we know jou 
ate incapable of it It i 3 sopaethmg 
V.' ith IS capable 0* implementation 
^Wlat IS it that is suggested by this 
Comm *lee of Parjament? It is say 
jng that the JCJ is erte-ing the market 
late m the season and does not give 
any publicity to its procurement pro

clutches of the merciless traders and 
moneylenders both the private tra- 
ders and JCt indulge in various mat 
practices such as down grading of 
Jute at the tune of purchase under- 
weighment deduction on account of 
moisture etc thereby depriving the 
growers even of the support pnee 
fixed hy Government thus becoming 
their worst exploiters Now before 
the season started the Government 
had these Reports before them and the 
Mmlster had these Reports before 
him 


In the end of June there was a re- 
port that the Managing Director of 
the JCI, Shri Gautamukhil had resig- 
ned in frustration, he had submitted 
bis report In frustration becouse year 
after year the Government of India 
were not giving facilities for com 
mercial transactions to the Jute Cor- 
poration it was doing only price sup- 
port operations but it wants to do 
commercial transactions because It 
was under fire from the Committee 
on Hublic Undertakings 
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When I raised that question the 
lOmtsier denied it by saying * nothing 
of the kind can happen we are in 
fact going in for commercial transac 
turns In the budget session of Par- 
liament a hews item came in various 
financial papers that Govelriment will 
wind up the JCI It was a big lead 
story in all the economic papers I 
raised the matter under rule 377 and 
in reply to that the 'Minister boldly 
stated there is no question of winding 
up the JCI in fact we are going in 
a big way for commercial transac 
tions Within a «hort time a report 
aupeared in the newspaper^ that the 
Managinr Dircutor cf JCI resigned jn 
frustration ov6r Government s refusal 
to allow ccmmerclii transactions 


What Is happening this year’ I was 
in mv constituency only yesterday 
Shn ChiUa Basu was speaking about a 
remunerative price of RS. 300 for the 
jute growers Government have fixed 
Rs 150 1 say give them Rs 150 but 
that should be the minimum For how 
much is jute selling now’ Yesterday 
at Barojaguii which is one of the 
biggest jute markets Bengal only 
30 miles from Calcutta jute is selling 
at Rs 13S per quinta] 


This is the beginning of th season. 
The produce has just started arriving 
at the market The JCI centres are 
conveniently located at the markets 
big markets not even at the secondary 
markets what to speak of the prunary 
markets The poor jute grov/er has to 
go 20 miles to the big market where 
the babu of the JCl sits Often he 
wiH say jute ts nut good tbeie 

is too much moisture this is not first 
quality jute this is poor quality jute" 
In order to avoid all this harassment 
Instead of waiting for two or three 
days In the market he says let me go 
to the Faria who will take delivery 
of my jute straightwaj Has the 
Minister of industnes taken the 
trouble of visiflng even one single jute 
purchasing centre’ Last year there 
were 43 purchasing centres in West 
Ben^l The Minister made revolu- 
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tionary statements I though} a revo- 
lution -was going to come This year, 
it has come to 47, according to a Gov- 
ernment "report, just an increase ot 
four m a peri6d of one year after a 
number of revolutionary statements 
How are ^ve to plan to solve this prob_ 
lem? I say that short of taking over 
the raw jute trade, the only other way 
is to allow the Jute Corporation to 
start the commercial purchase and the 
second way is to increase the number 
of purchasing centres from 100 or 110 
that we have at present to at least 
250 400 jute purchasing centres would 
be necessary to cover the whole area 
But let us have at least 250 We have 
got only 110 So, let us not talk about 
what has been done There is still 
time in this season upto October, jute 
will be arriving in the market il the 
Government can still take care to see 
that the Jute Corporation goes and 
buys jute at the primary markets, even 
at this late stage, if the Reserve Bank 
credit facility is available to the Jute 
Corporation, something can be done 
But otherwise, the jute brewers will be 
hit this year also There *s no way to 
save them It is too late The policy 
was to be taken in June or so when 
the Minister must have been busy in 
mediation Now the JUte has started 
arriving and it will be too late But 
at least for the next year, after going 
through the report of the Comnullee 
on Public Undertakings let us set up 
ot least 100 more purchasing centres 
and ot least try to give the support 
price to the jute growers I can tell you 
that next year again there will be a 
glut Jn the Jute Corporation and again 
the jute mills will threaten to close 
and again the Rfinister will rush to 
Calcutta to issue revolutionary state- 
ments We are fired of this vicious 
cycle every year, year after year We 
want some action and not ju«t words, 
\iords and words 

Lastly, let alone the private jute 
nulls, everybody knows that the Birlas, 
Goenkas and Bangurs, all these peo- 
ple send their farias into the primary 
market and buy the distress sale of 
>ute at low price What are the Gov- 
ernment taken ovei* mills doing? I 
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have clear case 0/ National Jute 
Mill Company, the biggest jute Tn iR 
'company, located in Samar Babu's 
Constituency There is a Chairman by 
name Mr 1 t Trlpathl The com- 
pany is employing 12,000 workers 
What is happening there’ The Chair- 
man 13 taking a token remuneration 
of one rupee But he has been run- 
ning a consultancy farm In the name 
of Tnpathl and Parekh Private Ltd- 
He has also been exporting the Jute 
goods and garments in the name of 
Ashoka and Co Their consultancy firm 
has also taken an assignment ss con- 
sultant of the Anglo-tndla Jute Mill, 
'irhidi is Owned by R F Goenka of 
Emergency fame, which has been given 
a soft loan of several lakhs by IFCI 
for modernisation and renovation You 
now Understand the sample 

In a Government owned mill, a man 
Is there who is helping the pnvate 
sector and reports have come about 
National Jute Mills Company, regard- 
ing the raw lute purchases by the 
company stati/>g that there have been 
the most severe irregularities Why 
can t (here be an arrangement bet- 
ween the Government taken over mills 
and the Jute Corporation Sq that 
the Jute Corporation do not have to 
enter into back-to-back arrangement, 
go and beg of the jute mills to take 
jule from them saying that their jute 
«fU be rotting in the godowm That 
has not been done by the Minister 
I am not optimistic For the last five- 
years I have been seeing what the 
situation has been We have had^ 
much worse in the Congress Govern- 
ment From the present Government, 
we want some action I am not hope- 
ful that a lot ^ill be done But I want 
to sec a little so that some rObef ir 
given to the poor growers 

I must also say that the State Gov- 
ernment has a responsiblhly In (his 
regard because the cooperatives in 
Bengal have never been very strong 
The State Government should come 
forward and give some help to the 
cooperatives. Again the question of 
finance will come The Reserve Bank 
win have to come forward with ere- 
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•dit. Is the Reserve Bank in a podUon 
or in a mood to give credit to the 
cooperatives of Bengal, who can help 
the Jute grov-ers in some way Thai 
!s why 1 havt proposed a number of 
amendments to Mr Chltia Basus 
motion saying that at least let the 
Jute Corporation open Direct Pur 
chasing Centres buy some more Jule 
from the jute grQv.era, the primary 
Jute markets and the revolutionary 
'Minister instead of giving statements

pecially by a large number of grow- 


ers as pell 83 farmers connected Pith 
It and a large number of industrial 
worl'cri connected it— recently, Ip'o 
conferences were held in Bengal, one 
sponsored bj the tuUng party and tts 
allied organisation and the other by 
the CPI and its Billed Cirganizuliors 
and there (he uhole problem was dis- 
cussed b> the jute-growers ns pell as 
the workers connected with the Indus- 
tr>— tlidr firm opinion Is that a holch 
patch solution for the industry does 
rot solve the problem There is a case 
lor nationalisation, nationalisation 
from the purchase point, at the manu- 
facturing stage as well as the export 
trade This has been expressed not 
only this >ear or last yxar, It has been 
there from the wious Interests, the 
major Interests connected with the th- 
dustrj Tliat Is the only solution, 
that Is the only panacea for the evil 
that Ihis industry is in the -midst t®* 
day 

But unfortunately no goaemment 
has dared to come with such a bold 
policy t>ecause of its own reasons, be- 
cause of the powerful grip the ij coons 
or the barons have over the industry 
as ncU as the adirtlnisirallon For 
the last 30 years or so this was the 
problem But sie hear so much of 
talks from the Ministers Even as 
laic as last month our Industries Min 
Istcr was there Ho knows the prob- 
lem be exposed the industry but 
uh"n coming to brasstacks no one 
dares to take it la his tmm hands. 

Regarding this particular resolu- 
tion I need not narrate what rele- 
vancy the Jute industry has to the 
economy of Bengal tf I am correct 
one out of five in Bengal is directly 
or Indirectly connected with the Jute 
industry If I am correct 60 per cent 
of the fanners are only having culti- 
vable laud of 2 acres and below Tberc- 
by you can see what Is the structure 
of the Industry Aa Comrade Chitta 
Basu has stated 40 lakhs farmers ar® 
directly Involved in this Industry But 
what Is the attitude of the govern- 
ment’ -Wlat is the attitude of the 
commercial banks’ What is the atU- 
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tude ■end policy regardlfig erfedit to 
thfe jute industry’ 

Comrade Chltta Basu has very well 
exposed the commercial banks and 
nationalised bank s credit policy t»- 
AVurds this industry how the exptoi 
tatiofi Is there of the jufe-frowers 
•and what a strangle-hold the money 
lenders and the wholesale trade have 
over the industry Comrade Chltta 
Basu has stated what Is the credit po- 
licy of the commercial banka As on 
«()th June 1977 their advances to the 
jute growers were Of the order of 
Us 155 72 crores The limit extended 
for banks tor trading In raw Jute am 
ounted to Hs 53 2 crores The advance 
granted by banks to 29 sick 3u*e mills 
amounted to iRs 67 crores by the end 
•of March 1977 The banking system 
is abetting jute barons really The 
pohcj of the nationalised banks Is 
just to help the weaker sections In 
essence m efiect but in practice how 
It falls into the trap of jute industry 
This 18 not a new phenomenon The 
eight barons— eight fanubes— really 
have the grip over the monopoly ot 
the jute trade This is the position 
regarding the actual state of affairs 

Regarding the growers It Is report 
ed from reliable quarters that in 
1977— according to a communique 
issued by the Commerce Ministry- 
hundreds of crores of rupees worth of 
black money just had run the Indus 
try Hundred crores of blackmoney ts 
circulating tn the Jute industry alone 
Ho V can you then talk of Imbalance 
or talk of balancing the Industry 
Hundreds of crores of morey are put 
in just to run the industry at the risk 
of the poor raw jute growers who are 
holding two acres only in their hands 
I am not going to elaborate on tUs 
beciuse my bon friend has already 
touched that pomt by his resolution 
bj making an elaborate speech 

I shall only come to one or two 
points I woufd like to be enlightened 
on them What is the function of the 
J C I ? What was the performance of 
the JCI’ The JCI I believe 
was consiituted In J971 or so Vp- 
to the year 1977 ^what was their 
performance? What was the motive in 


coostitutmg the JCI? Governments 
cominunjque constituting l''e JC.I if 
I quote is for the following mam ob 
jective 

a centralised agency with its 
judicious purchasing should be able 
to ensure for the grower a better 
price than he Is getting today by a 
process of elimination of the many 
tiers of intermediaries now operating 
in the jute market. This will be Ihe 
long term objective of the corpora 
tion whicTi should m course of time 
save the grower from the clutches 
of the middlemen. In this endeav- 
our the corporation will make ar 
rangements to buy jute directly from 
the jute grow^fs and buiid up its 
direct relationship with them The 
objective framed by the Government 
was further supplemented by a 
Commerce Ministry directive on 
August 9 1972 
1 further quote 

It has been decided that price 
support operations to ensure against 
decline in jute pricts below the 
levels of the mmimum prices will be 
solely the responsibility of the Jute 
Corporation from the current season 
onwards Tha President is accord 
ingly pleased to direct the Corpora- 
tion under article 139 of thg articles 
of association (of the JCI) to make 
all necessary arrangements to en- 
sure this objective 

Now Sir what was the performance? 
What is the mzserabe way Jn which the 
JCI js7 It was constituted in 1971 with 
the objective of giving relief and by 
giving shelter to those small farmers 
In the jute-industrj I need not nar- 
rate the whole thing because It has 
been clearly narrated by the bon 
Vflivw •* *ini5 Ttesduf iron *£fe ’jras lidili 
how many purchasing centres have 
been opened -and how many have come 
to the field to purchase them’ The 
whole thing is In a mess The farmer 
has to sell it a distrera price After 
all the JCJ gets so much I charge 
the J C.I. that it is a tool In the bands 
of the tycoons the J d is a tool in 
the hands of the barons The JCX 
vns constituted with a good intention 
It la manipulated in such a way that it 
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was detrimental to the interests ot the 
lanneis and other people This is the 
performance of the J C I I need not 
narrate about the number of purchas 
mg centres opened in 1967 and then 
in 1977 and how many are being open, 
ed in the year 1978’ People’s misery 
can be imagined in the jute growing 
areas of "West Bengal It Is a question 
of Centra! Government or the concern- 
ed ministry of the Government who 
wants to coerce West Bengal Govern- 
ment by putting it into the difficulty 
It will only be a dream West Bengal 
Government will see that the farmers' 
interests are protected 
Then T come to the second point 
That is regarding the price fixation 
>;oUcy There is a report of the Lok 
Sabha by the Committee on Public 
Undertakings, 8th Eeport What is the 
price fixation mechani«m and how 
does it work’ i would just Dke you 
to consider our raw jute pricing policy 
and the system I quote 

‘ The basic data lor the purpose is 
collected, organised and assembled 
in the Directorate of Zcononucs and 
Statistics (Ministry of Agriculture 
and Irrigation) and the figures of 
cost of production as analysed by 
the Directorate are passed on to the 
Agricultural Prices Commission for 
the final fixing prices For collecting 
the data the directorate depends on 
agricultural universities in respective 
States The Public Undertakings 
Committee found during its Investi- 
gation that 30 fieidmen collected 
data for 4 41 lakh acres where jute 
and mesta is cultivated in West 

“<econdly, the prices are fixed 
basing on data collected earlier For 
example the prices for 1977-78 were 
based un fi^ta collected during 1974- 
75 According to the PUC, the defi- 
ciencies cropped up on cost calcu- 
lation by the directorate on many 
counts For example Instead of in- 
terest on the cost of land as part of 
capital, the directorate took a token 
rental value of the land, (he cost of 
transportation to primary market 


was not included in the data, there 
was no provision for cost of storing 
the Jute, there was hq provision for 
supervisory cost, there was no provi- 
sion on account of 'hazards’ which 
have very often to be faced by jute 
cultivators and finally there was tto 
provision for interest on borrowings 
by the cultivators from private 
money lenders" 

The State Government has scientifical- 
ly calculated the cost of jute per quin- 
tal as Rs 344 43 and with all the rele- 
vant facts the Public Undertakings 
Comnuttee has come to the conclusion 
that It should be nearly ^ 434 Now, 
even the poor farmers cannot aspire to 
get such a price but the West Bengal 
government has clearly stated that the 
authority for price fixation should be 
left to the State Government 
MB CHAIRMAN Please conclude 
now 

SHRI K. A RAJAN Sir, lastly I 
would only say that there should be 
streamlining of the machinery of Jute 
Corporation of India It should be ati 
instrument to save the poor farmers 
rather than abetting the tycoons and 
)ute barons who are out to sabotage 
and eliminale the poor farmers If 
this step is not taken, 1 am sure one 
thing IS going to happen. Jf you are 
not going to give remunerative pflce 
to the farmer, the farmer will be left 
with no option but to change the cul- 
tivation Vo some other crop Then you 
mil have to face the music What will 
happen to our export Industry? I 
would only pray that It should not 
happen in the best Interest of our 
country, industry and Bengal. 

Lastly, Mr Chairman, I still stand 
by the basic question that unless na- 
tionalisation comes through this par- 
ticular sector has no future With 
these few words 1 conclude 

SHE! SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah) Sir, the situation is very 
serious. Only last week I got a tele- 
gram from tbe President of the Bengal 
Chatkul Mazdoor Union, Shri Nlren 
Ghosh an ex-MP that tie price of 
raw jote has started falling rapidly 
and }t has reached Rs 150 per quintal. 
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So Sir Immediate action is necessary 
That is why we have tried to raise 
this Issue on the Floor of the House 
Kow, Itc Saugata Roy has also told 
that irv his' constituency it has reached 
Rs 135 per quintal Mr Joardcr also 
said that in Korth Bengal it Is rapidly 
falling down In the«e circumstances, 
unless the Government takes It up 
very seriously and Immediately try to 
check fall In prices the peasantry will 
bo completely ruined There is a big 
head^line in Economic Times dated 
27lh August Maximum prices 0 ! raw 
Jute go I quote 

••Thai from August 28 the Union 
Government has decided to do away 
with the maximum prices of raw 
Jute both at the up-country centre* 
and In the Calcutta delivery market " 


Some measures they are thinking but 
actually what Is the real position I 
further quote from Economic Times 
dated 27th August 

‘The Jute Corporation Informs 
Mr Cautom Ukll Managing Direc* 
tor, bought till Thursday a total of 
21 000 bales mainly from the mar- 
kets of North Bengal and Bihar and 
also from Assam and South Ben 
gal’ 

Mr Chitta Basu told us 47 000 That 
is not correct The fact Is only 21 000 
bales hive been purchased. This is 
from yesterday s paper 

SHRI CHITTA BASU It is all Ihi 
more Pitiabfe 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE The 
report says — 

Tt is now buying at a daily ave- 
rage of 2500 bales but has the capa- 
city to mop up lOOOO to 17 000 bales 
per day 'The present market arri- 
vals are around 1,25 000 maunds per 
day Raw Jute prices In most mar 
kets are Rs 10 to Es 15 higher than 
the statutory minimum " 


but in reality it has already gone 
down below this statutory price dec. 
bred by the Government 

So, the capacity of the JCI is iOOOO 
to 11000 bales per dey if their full 
capacity is utilised but actually, they 
are purchasing only 2500 bales per day 
Regarding total production the initial 
cstiniate of the Jute Corporation was 
7S lakhs bales and of the Directorate 
of Jute Development 73 lakh bales 
Now the commodity has started cem 
Jng to the market for sale Immediate- 
ly there are the Id and Puja festivals 
They are very much forced to sell at 
any price which they are getting So 
they are now selling at a distress price 
You can see from these figures that the 
Government Is not at aR coming to 
their help The machinery which hi* 
been set up by the Government to 
purchase through the JCI and the 
Itmiicd capacity of purchase through 
the cooperatives cannot help the pea 
santrj from this direa situation and thir 
try from this dire situation and this 
dire crisis, unless in 0 very big scale, 
the Industries Mimstry of the Govern, 
ment of India takes up the issue 
opening centres at venous important 
markets to purchase from the peasan- 
try directly The workers union the 
agricultural associations the Bengal 
Chatkal Mazdoor Umon and the Kisati 
Sabha have repeatedly stressed that 
the cost of cultivation has increased 
very much So immediately at least 
the price should be fixed at Rr 300 per 
quintal The gap is so big Govern- 
Inent fixed Rs 150 the demand is 
Rs 300 because the cost of produc- 
tion has Increased very much.

This is also another aspect a big fac 
tor and the jute mills are saying that 
they do not have cash These are the 
mdndeuvres which year after year the 
lu « mills have been using. When the 
pea<uints come for selling their jute 
they are forced by these manoeuvres 
to sell their jute ah a distress price 
This blackmailing mechanism has been 
operating lor several years Its rami- 
ficoiions as a so widespread the jute 
lobby are yery poweriul and it v» vc^y 
much difficult to change these condi- 
t ons , 

After the Janata Government came 
into power no basic change is there 
4s other hon Members have said 
these ramifications are quite powerful 
and the Ministers have been taking e 
casual attitude towards these things 
That IS the reason, -why the peasantry 
IS faced with «erious problems today 
and iSe juta piita is going down it 
has already reached Ba. 130/- per quin 
tal Shri Saugata Roy has just men- 
tioned about the situation m his con 
stituency and Shri Dinesh Joarder will 
bear me out as far as North Bengsl 
js concerned Unless this Government 
takes up seriously to curb these mairi- 
pulatlons of the tycoons and big ttti 
decs to strengthen the JCI from all 
aspects and seek full cooperation 
the trade unions and organizations of 
the growers as also various political 
parties you cannot bnng about s 
change in the situation Unless you do 
this, the economic life of the peasantry 
U going to be ruined and the entire 
economy of jute growing areas is sure 
to be vitally affected. 

This question Is being repeatedly 
raised in this JIousc year after 
la this very House late Shri Lallt 
Karam Mishra the then Minister for 
Foreign Trade had categorically slat- 
ed in this House on 21lh July, 1973 
that withlji three years Government 
will fully undertake the entire pur- 
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chasing of the raw jute production but 
i\hat is the position today? Just now 
as 1 quoted from the fconomic Time* 
JCI is purchasing only 2500 bales per 
day, whereas the daily jute arrival is 
1,25 000 maunds per day Only a few 
■weeks are there and jn these few 
weeks, a big damage would be done to 
the grower* Unless the Government 
comes forward to their rescue in a big 
7, ay The permanent solution would, 
of course, be for the Government of 
India to take over the entire respon* 
sibility for the purchase of raw'"5uto 
directly from the growers Along with 
this, the jute miUs and export trade 
should also'be completely pationalis. 
ed That demand has been raised In 
this House year after year, this has 
been the demand of the various orga- 
nizations also The recommendations 
of the Committee on Public Undertak- 
ings liave lent support to these de- 
mands These are the permanent solu- 
tions For the present to prevent 
further fall in the price of the raw 
jute end give the peasantry remune- 
rative pnees, this Government should 
come in a very big way to strengthen 
the purchasing agencies, particularly 
the Jute Corporation of India and the 
*5operatlve3 Sufficient amount should 
be placed at their disposal A large 
number of centres have to be opened 
Without much delay, and purchases 
should be made directly from the pea 
santry, eliminating the middle-men 
Credit facilities to the cooperatives 
haie also to be given. Without these, 
this crisis cannot be overcome, and 
peasants cannot be saved from the 
manipulations of the traders and the 
Jute mill owners— who have deprived 
them of a legitimate price

jeeds and other equipments at due 
time The main difficulty with them 
svhich 1 would like to say with 
sorrow and anguish that no jute 
industry has so far been set up In 
-Orissa That Is why the jute growers 
are not geting remunerative market 
■price They are under these clrcum 
stances compelled to sell the raw 
matenais to the agents of West 
Bengal In this case the middle man 
are getting all the profits Therefore 
J request the bon to take 

some solid steps to protect the farmers 
from the middleman 

With all humility I request the hon 
■Mimster to look into the matter I 
hope the hon Minister will lake 
sympathatic steps to extend all sorts 
of cooperation for the improvement 
of jute cultivation in Ortisa At the 
same time I would r-'quest the 
Minister to set up some jute mdus 
tnes In Orissa In order to encourage 
the jute growers.

Unfortunately this is not soioff 
to happen So many jute mills such 
as Nashkarbara, Kelvin and Chalbasa 
jute mills are still under closure 
Thousands of persons have been 
thrown out of service Govern- 
ment cannot nationalise those Indu 
tries, we understand, for want of 
funds. Mr Mohan Dharia told us last 
that he was proposing purchases 
through the cooperative societies 
That was a very good idea and we 
must congratulate him for that He 
made an honest eSTort last year So 
many cooperative societies were 
started in West Bengal but due to 
laclr of money and ecedlt taettlties the 
cooperative societies cannot purchase 
jute as Q result of which /arias engag- 
ed ]jy JJMA and the middlemen ate 
purchasing jute at lower rates and 
this cannot be stopped It was re 
]>orted that Khardah jute mill was 
short of jute On enquiry the govern 
ment found that several Ukhs of bales 
were bidden by the management 
What we suggest is this Let the 
government the price not at Rs 
ISO but at least Rs 200 per quintaL 
Let them purchase Let them open 
more centres where the growers can 
sell jute direct so that these mal 
practices do not come in They have 
enunciated so many principles aiv^ 
policies None of the policies have so 
far been implemented Nice speeches 
of M Ps or Ministers will not serve the 
purpose of the growers They are 
suffering heavily Prices are falling 
down day by day The present posi- 
tion Is that if the government do not 
purchase there will be heavy suffer 
Ing ' Many mills will be closed down 
the farm of IJMA and their agents 


win purchase jute and get them in 
hidden places. They are stocking all 
this raw jute They pressunse the 
Government to get all the facilities 
and they are making profit* Much 
of the resources of many of the Jut® 
Industries have been taken by Naskar- 
para Jute Mill. Chalbasa Jute MiU 
Kelvin and others Their main point 
Is that they will not allow the Govern 
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ment to function properly They will 
not allow the Government to pntcliase 
jule from the eron^efs and this is to 
be stopped at all costs

"rhat this Jlou'e do take note of 
the situation arising out of the 
large scale d stress sate of raw jute 
at prices lower tban the statutory 
price In ttest Bengal and other jute 
growing States and urges upon the 
Government to take appropriate 
actions to ensure remunerative 
price for the growers " 

As 1 have said that 1 have Utile time 
at my disposal so I want to say what 
action We have taken in this matter 
so that at least minimum statutory 
price which the Government has fixed 
can be got by the growers Till about 
the first week ol August 1978 the 
price of raw jute was very firm around 
the maxiroum level It was only from 
6lh or 7th August that the price 
started to come down and the Jute 
Corporation of India Considered the 
whole thing and entered into the 
rnarket from that date They are pur 
chasing at the moment at the price 
a little higher than the statutory 
pnee— Rs 160 to Rs 163 That is In 
aU the States In order to arrest un 
warranted decline in the price the 
following «leps have been taken — 

\ Maximum stock holding Undt 
of the mills has been increased to 


eight weeks from the level oi four 
weeks. 

2 It has been decided to do away 
with Iho maximum prices of both 
In the Calcutta and up-country 
markets Actually we have roti 
tied to-day 

3 Jute Commissioner has been 
asked to import minimum weekly 
purchase quotas for all mills anii 
ralnimura stock holding of raw iute 
so that they may be forced to go to 
the market nnd buy jute from th“ 
Jute growers 

Cooperatives In Bihar and We 
Bengal have also been persuaded to 
stort their operations without any fuf* 
ther delay and U Is expected that the 
fomblned operations of the coepera 
lives and JCl will contribute to the 
finning of the pnees Alt these steps 
are expected to generate suffiew^^ 
buying pressure in the market and 
ensure price stsbtUty Besides the 
Stale Governments have been request 
ed to keep a watch on any violations 
of minimum statutory prices f®*" 
necesary action We think oJf 
growers also must be educated about 
the poLcies of the Government and 
the steps that Government want t» 
take m regard to price stability 
publicity campaign has been launched 
by the JCI to dis'Uade the growers 
from making any distress sales and 
olso to cDunler anv panic which might 
be created by the unscrupulo®^ 
traders.

Many things have been said about 
the JCI which may be true to some 
extent may not be true to some extent 
but now it has be«n reorganised 
and We are trying to see that 
the JCI looks after the interests 
of the growers and also the 
interests of industry because we know 
that if W'e cannot run the jute indu« 
try ult matelj it is the jute grower 
who will suffer That we cannot 
deny So they will prelect the in- 
terests of the jute grower and also 
see that the jute industrj can go oru 
Under the plan of operation finally 
decided upon by the JCI the target cf

According to the estimates compiled 
by the comprehensive scheme for 
studying the cost of production of 
principal crops for Assam usd West 
Bengal, it is Rs l32 63 per quintal 
for 1975 76 m West Bengal As against 
this the estimated cost o! production 
for 1976-77 for West Bengal was 
Rs 197 73 per quintal As against 
that, for 1977-78 the Government of 
West Bengal has estimated it at 
Ks 344 34 per quintal So it is higher 
than the figure for previous year 
which was again higher than that of 
the previous yeur Now wfaat is the 
explanation for such a big gap? 

SHRI SAVQATA ROY Part of 
the gap is political.

prevailing m selected centres m jule 
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growing districts of the State That 
IS the diSerence between the 
festimates The State Government’s 
estimated cost of production for 
1977-78 shims an increase of 74 per 
cent over their own estimates of the 
previous Tear It may be that there 
is some apprehension as to what will 
be the effect if we have such a high 
price for the raw jute on the indus- 
try Now, as I have already told you, 
we have to go both ways, we have to 
protect the interest of the jute growws 
and at the same lime we have to see 
that our jute industry can grow can 
thrive, because we have already ex- 
perienced that It is very sick in West 
Bengal There are tycoons and so 
many factors are there and it is going 
oh far such a long time So, all of 
a sudden we cannot over ride every- 
thing So, we have to look to these 
two interests vl?, the interests of the 
jute growers and also of the industry 
Therefore, after looking Ifilo ell these 
aspects, the Agneultural Prices Com- 
mission has Axed the price It may 
not please me, It may net please you, 
but this ia the fact Let us try to 
see to it that the jute growers can 
get at least the statutory minimum 
price and U there are any constraints 
In between, let us try to remove 
them. I can assure you as l have 
already told you, that whatever 
possible measures we have at our 
command, we will take so that their 
interests can be safeguarded 
SHRI DINESH JOABDER (Malda) 
One question.

I again rise this point from a 
socio-economic problem of the countiy 
that unless that is taken into account, 
never it wiU be possible lor any Gog" 
emment to ensure the wiforcement o' 
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the minimum wages for the agricul- 
tural worker. Therefore, the West 
Bengal Government is right and they 
have done perfectly the right thing 
to take into account the minimum 
wages statutorily fixed for the agri- 
cultural workers in the matter of 
calculating the cost of produrtion I 
would also suggest that even at this 
late stage the Government of Jndia 
should start a dialogue with (he 
Agricultural Ministers o? six jute* 
growing States to find out the wajrs 
and means as to how the JCI opera- 
tions can be further extended and the 
benefiCs can be given to the growers 

It has been admitted hy the hon 
Minister that the Calcutta price is not 
simultaneously announced. Why? I 
have no time to explain in detail. 
One of the allegations against the 
Agricultural Prices Coatiaission it. «s 
has been made hy the PUC, that they 
deliberately do not announce the 
Calcutta price and the up country 
Price simultaneously The object is 
to allow the itdddle-men, the tycoons 
and the barons to depress the price In 
the upcountry markets This time 
.also, the Government have not taken 
any lesson from it The minimum 
prices for the up-country markets 
have been declared earlier Only 
today, they have declared the mini- 
mum price In the Calcutta market 
Why IS this practice being Indulged 
in? It IS only to allow and barons and 
the tycoons to dampen the prices of 
raw jute In the upcountry markets. 
I think, the Government should take 
note of It. There should be simul- 
taoeous jf/mouaceroent 0 / the Calcutta 
price as well as of the upcountry 
market prices. ' 

Lastly' I would say hot the ques- 
tion of the minimum price of Jute 
should be de Boro, discussed and we 
should not rely on the recommenda- 
tions of the APC alone This is a 
very Important aspect of the problem 
Therefore, Instead of relying on the 
recommendations of the APC against 
whom f have made certain allegations 
flud the PUC has also made certain 
allegations I would suggest that the 
very question of fixing the minimum 


statutory price of raw jute should be 
discussed dc nove amf that it should 
not be fixed only on the basis pf the re- 
commendations of the APC Jt should 
be decided upon after consulting the 
jute growers, the respective State 
unions and the industrialists also I

The Government of India should not inter*

The same clause was there in the pre- 
vious Act also There is no change - 
So, the question is whether the in corpora 
lion of the same clause, cv’en after die 
em*rgcncy, without some restrictions on 
the monopoly houses is going to help 
If It IS going to help the Ministet may 
explain in what way this will help us 

Again, Qause 14 speaVs about the 
conduct of the newspapers only but 
What about the conduct of the Govenuncnl 
towards the newspapers ’ What is the 
provision made for tha in this Bill * 
That It also not there 

I am happy about the composmor of 
the Council It has become more re 
presesvtaisve than the previous provision 
in the Act of 1963 I have moved some 
amendments and I shall speak on them 
at the appropriate time 

I again support this Bill and eongra 
tuUte the hon Minuter on the restoration 
of the freedom of the press

With him 1 am not disputing his 
^mt In the Southern Raflwayf « 
against the requirement of 1538 
wagons on the broadgauge and metre 
gauge per month the number of 
available 

in the last few months Is 1 301 that is 
the average number of wagons that 
have been made 'available So we are 
trying to resolve this problem We 
are trying to see how we can use the 
coastal shipping to take salt north 
wards Some of the old pre-war rules 
and regulations also need to' be re 
viewed and reconsidered 


In so far as production of salt !5 
concerned I would like to assure the 
House that this year we shall be hav 
mg a production of over 60 lakh 
tonnes Our efforts are to increa'e 
the production further So far as our 
requirement is concerned the edible 
salt requirement of the country would 
be 37 lakh tonnes For industrial 
purposes we shall be needing another 
21 lakh tonnes We have a lar^e 
carry over from last year We are 
producing more than a'^equate salt 
this year Once the Committee that 
has been set up has completed its work 
and the old rules bye laws and regula 
tlons that come in the way of proper 
movement of salt and production of 
salt are modified or revised we shall 
see that things are set right. 

SHRI R VENKATARAMAN There 
IS an acute distress in Tuticorin 
among both licensed and unbeensed 
salt producers There is a large 
accumulated stock which has not been 
cleared The real question which the 
Minister has not answered is why the 
Government is making a distinction 
between licensed and unbeensed salt 
producers and why is it that the rail 
ways are not clearing the salt produ~ 
ed by the unlicensed salt producers m 
the area. If you go back to the Gan 
dhi Irwm Pact and the subsequent 
orders issued by the Government they 
have said that there will be no dis 
tinctlon betw’cen bcensed ard unllcens 
ed salt producers Having given this 
undertaking now they are trying to 
clear the stock of only bcensed pro- 
ducers and not that of the unlicensed 
producers to whom the wagons jr* 
not allotted Will the Government 
see to it that the discrimination bet 
ween bcensed and unlicensed produ 
cers of salt are removed and the stocks 
of both will be cleared’ 

Then the hon Minister has mention 
ed in his statement that the Bengal 
and Assam Government have been 
asked to make bulk purchases I 
would like to know how much bulk 
purchases have been made under that 
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Category and if nothing has been 
So far wll he at least now see that 
bulk purchases are made by those 
Goiercmenfs’ 

SHRI GEORGE FERNANDES I am 
quite in agreement with the hon Mem 
ter about removing this distinction 
between licensed and unlicensed cate 
gones of salt manufacturers Rut as 
1 have said the Committee will go *n 
to all these questions and we wiR corse 
forward tVe will eome forward 
We will see that there is no cause for 
any complaint in the future So far 
as bulk purchases by the Bengal and 
Assam Governments arc concerned I 
wiU need notice But I shall find out 
the position and inform the hon. Mem 
ber about it

PROF SAMAR GUHA It is a

the production of salt in the Cortal 
area I want to know the latest pos- 
tion what ore the difllcultics and what 
Is the Government doing about it 

SHRI GEORGE FERNANDES The 
Government of West Bengal has offered 
land for the production of salt la 
the Contai area. I am informed that 
immediately after the puja the land 
will be handover to the Government 
and the work on the project will 
start Jt Js possible in my view to 
produce salt in areas other than the 
traditionally salt producing areas We 
arc examining that The moment the 
report of the Committee comes we 
shall see how far vve can go ahead 
with it This includes Orissa also 

As regards the scarcity in the east- 
ern region to which the bon Mem- 
ber referred the scarcity In tbc past 
as I said, was due to primarily the 
problem of movement of salt We . 
have been able to overcome that pro*

SHRi JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Diamond 
Harbour) Mr Chairman sir, as far 
as this Bill ts concerned, I do not wish 
to lose sight of the fact that this is at 
the introduction stage and we are not 
debating in the flrst reading stage

only violates all democratic norms anJ 
fundamental rights which are enjoyed 
Uy the people of this country but 
because Jt is anti noAmg class, it is 
anti trade union and so on and so forth 

Besides that it oiTends and It Vio- 
lates the various Articles ot the Indian 
Constitution I will give you exam 
pies 

Mil CHAIRMAN Which are those? 

SHR3 JYOTIRMOY BOSU I am, 
just coming to it Sir If you come to* 
clause 1(J) you rvilf see this It pn^ 
vides (hat the Central Government 
may apply the provision of the BiU to 
ditlerent Slates on diilerent dates The 
Bill does not by down any guidetinos 
and it does not say on what considera- 
tion such diSerent treatment can be 
made For people in the diiTcrent 
States there can be dilTerenlial treat- 
ments and that wiU be violative of 
Article 14 of the Constitution 

Therefore this Bill cannot bo Intro- 
duced here 

Then May i proceed Sir* 

Clause S<(3i gives power fo t*' 
Registrars of Trade Unions to compul- 
sonly amalgamate with another Trade 
Union This appears to be absolutely 
viobttve of Article 19 of the Constitu- 
tion 

Therefore this Bi I cannot be mtcx>- 
duced here. 

My third objection is th,a 

Clause 33 provides that a person 
shall be Qualified for Lelng chosen or 
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[Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu] 
for being an office-bearer of a regis- 
tered trade union if he Is already 
office-bearer of not less than four 
Trade Unions 

This also appears to me to be vio 
dative oi Article 19 of the ConstitutiCin 

Then, Sir Chapter IV contemplates 
certification of one union as a sole 
negotiating body if it has the support 
of not less than 65 persons of the 
employees and there are similar provi- 
sions They also appear to subs- 
tantially curtail the fundamental 
rights as guaranteed under Article 19 
of a trade union to act as a negotiating 
body 

MR. CHAIRMAN What are the 
provisions you are referring toT 

SHRI JYOTIRMOV BOSU Chapter 
IVt Sir Then, please see Clause 56 
Clause 50 may be said to have put un- 
reasonable restnctions on the rights 
hf trade unions 

Then Sir, Chapter X deals rvitb un- 
fair practices The particulars of un- 
fair practices have been set out in the 
rourth Schedule. Pact H of the 
Schedule restricts various rights which 
are the fundamental nghts of the emp- 
loyers. It 18 doubtful whether such 
restrictiQiis are valid testrichons 

Therefore, Sir, Constitutionally and 
otherwise, this Bill cannot be Jnt-o- 
duced in this House This is my res- 
pectful submission. Sir 

MR, CHAIRMAN Does anybody 
want to say anything on ‘competence’ 
Mr Chitta Basu, do you want to say? 

SHRI CHITTA Basu rose

SHRI CHITTA BASU (Barasat): 
Sir» 1 do not wish to refer to those 
clauses which have already been men- 
tioned by Shn Madhu Limaye and 
Shn Jyotirmoy Bosu I shall refer to 
Clauses 22 and 34 only These are in 
addition to those clauses which have 
already been mentioned by them 
These clauses are violative of Article 
19(l)<c) of the Constitution which 
means a person sba'l be disqualified 
for being chosen or for being an office 
bearer for a registered trade union. 
There are certain conditions which are 
against the independent functioning of 
the trade union guaranteed under Arti- 
cle 19(l)(c) 

Then 1 come to Clause 34 In this 
clause It has been mentioned as 

34(1) In the case of a trade union 
of employees carrying on its activi- 
ties for the benefit of employees 
employed In one industrial estab- 
lishment or undertaking only, the 
number of office-bearers of such 
trade union who are not persons 
actually employed in such industrial 
establishment or undertaking, shall 
not be more than two" 

Sir, it is my right to elect office-bear- 
er, the number of which might be ac- 
cording to the rules framed by the 
Unlpn It might be 2, it might be 3 
or (t might be 4 It will be according 
to the rules framed by the Trade 
Union Therefore, this provision Pi'C* 
vents me from the exercise of the 
fundamental rights of running my 
trade union without interference by 
the Government or by the Employer 
There are other instances aUo which 
I would not like to mention here Tlus 
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proposed Bill IS claimed to have been 
tbe product ot the consensus reached 
in the tripartite Committee called the 
Committee on the Comprehensive 
Industrial Relations BilL My point 
is that the claim is pertinent. Why 
do I Say so? Firstly, you accept on 
one issue and on other issues, as has 
been mentioned m the long title, it 
reveals that this was never neht, th.i 
was never discussed and no consensus 
was arrived at on those issues fKhJcti 
have been raised m the provisions o( 
the BiU Only one issue nas men* 
tioned there So far I have been le* 
peatedly saying about the need ot tba 
comprehensive legis'ation regarding Ih* 
industrial relations Therefore, all 
other Issues which have been brought 
into the body ot the proposed hill were 
never discussed, no exchange ot opi- 
nion was there and there was no con- 
sensus on those issues although it has 
been claimed that it is the pr^uct 
ot the labour of the Committee on 
Comprehensive Industrial Relations 
Bin 

Secondly, I am to point out that 
even those issues where there were 
consensus have not tound p'ace in th* 
body ot tho Bill There are some is* 
sues about which there was not only 
unanimity m the Committee but cer- 
tain State Goiemmcnts have also sup 
ported Even the employers did not 
express their diJTcrcnce ot opinion- 
These issues on which there was gen- 
eral acceptance by the Committee 
been left out. Generally speaking. I 
am in agreement with Mr DiRen 
Bhaltacharja when be sajs that this 
Bill is thoroughly aoti-worklng class. 
The procedure laid down In the Bi’/fcr 
the settlement ot the di'putes snl 
cordiUons sCfpuiafed tor (he resort to 
s'rike which is the only weapon tor 
the wort-ers the weaker parly In the 
dispute, are such that virtually ihcro 
wouid be a statutory ban on the right 
to strike Tberctoro it Is thoroughly 
antUwofking class Veu have not dec- 
lared the strikes illegal, but you tUira 
Trade it so Iripeasitle that there can- 
not be any JegaJ strike in this roucCry. 
The simple meaning Is that you ere 
stalutcrity banning the strike, ih« 


last weapon ot the working class, the 
weaker party in the dispute 

On the other band, what have ;>ou 
eiven"’ You have treated at par the 
right to declare lock-outs with the 
right to strike The nght to declare 
lock-outs Is a weapon m the hands ct 
the exploiting class, ie the employers 
and ft is used as an aggression on tlie 
rights of the workers It is anti- 
wwrJcing class. 1 hope Sbn Madhu 
Ltmaye understands this point that the 
employers and employees have been 
put together for the use of these xea- 
pons ITie emp’ojers have been given 
the right to uso the weapon of <iec- 
laring layouts freely I therefore, feel 
that it IS not in the interest of the 
working class 

Fourthly and lastly this legislation 
Is politically motivated The motive 
IS to dissolve the militant working 
class movement They want to have 
unions which function under lh« gold* 
ance and supervision cither of tho 
Government or of the employer You 
want to rob the working class politi- 
cally jou want to dissolve the work- 
ing class politically, the oW«t 1» 
have if you excuse me to say. a <op- 
U\e union, which works at the bidding 
of the management and the employers 
Therefore It cannot be in tha Interot 
of tho trade union movement, it can- 
not bo in the interest of the sdldanty 
of the trade unions it cannot be in the 
Inlcrca of healthy emplojer-cmployec 
relaUons and tt cannot Improve tho 
deteriorating industrial relations in tl e 
country

In the light of the experience 
gamed, ihe vie\vs expre«8ed by all 
the interests concerned and the 
growing expectations of the work 
uig class, It IS considered necessary 
to have a comprehensive lodustriat 
Relation.* Law 

“ which would integrate Ibe 
3 Central enactments, incorporate 
some of the more important provi- 
sions of the State enactments and 
the Code of Disciplme and bring 
about certain improvements to meet 
Ihe needs ot changing socio-econo- 
mic conditions ’ 

This sounds very very nice He was 
referring to the Committees report I 
do not know what report he is referr- 
ing to l>o far as I am aware certam 
aipe'-ts lire there in the Bill, and they 
refer tv the registration of the unions 
to the f onditSons necessary for regis- 
Iration, to the various conciIlaUon 


procedures recommended and to Uier 
cooling-olT period — all these were not 
agreed to by the major Central orga- 
nuations m the country I am Pre- 
pared to be corrected by the Minister, 
but so far as I am aware, all the ma- 
jor Central organizations did 
agree with these What is it that they 
have agreed to? A little bit here and- 
a little bit there The Minister should 
not take cover behind certain minor 
pomts to which they have agreed, 
and try and make out that they 
have agreed to the major points 

I refer particularly to Mr Madhu 
Limayes point about the Registrars 
Interference with the right to strike, 
and to the point made by Mr Chitta 
Basu With regard to the registration 
of a union etc For instance, the ques- 
tion Of multiplicity of trada unions 
has been plaguing the trade umon 
movement It has been discussed, 
agam and again, over a ^ery long pe- 
riod of time by the trade unions at 
various levels After the National 
Commissioner of Labour published 
its report, a senes of meetings were 
held with the various trade union 
organizations But this question of 
percentages always plagued 'hem. 
Therefore to bring m this percentage 
means literally to emasculats the 
trade union movement. When you 
want 10 per cent m a new industry — 
We are trade unionists and he also is 
a trade-umonist — we know how the 
employers go all out to threaten the 
employees against joining a trade 
union, especially to threaten workers 
who are on probation and who are 
temporary, and how they threaten 
workers against joining trade unions 
which they do not like Therefore, 
you are, ab inilio, creating conditions 
by stipulating so high a percentage 
there for either a management — or a 
black-leg union— and not for a free 
democratic trade union— to come into 
bein^ This is my contention 

I am not going Intq further details 
Bui there are 1 or 2 things to which 
I shall refer For instance, there 
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Is aQolhcr point, which says that there 
. should be no craft or catcgoiy-wiac 
union What about already le 
cognized National Federation q£ P&T 
Employees? It i^ a federation of 
unions of woihers in di^^ant arms 
of the P&T Things should have been 
gone into m detail and discussed I 
cannot he asking for clarifications 
But these things strike rue patently 

In addition, there are these process* 
es where the Category Council comes 
up 1 do not know how thij kind of 
a provision will help the trade union 
movement or whether it will militate 
agamst it 

Then about the neoUatmg agent We 
have been repeatedly saying this in 
May, 1971 a convention of trade 
unions was held where unanimously 
a certain formula was evolved Let 
Us go forward from it. and not go 
backward— >as this ^1 has done 

Now about 'unfair practices’. It is 
rcilly obnoxious that you put the ex* 
ploited and the exploiter on par La< 
bour cannot be responsible for unfair 
practices No working class can be 
accused of it Take for example (he 
right to picket. Of course, it Is 
couched in such a language — which 
the Mmister may read out to me, pro 
bably, before he does It, 1 will read 
it out It speaks about 'intimidation' 
and So on We know what Intlmlda* 
tion means Witnesses are alw^s 
paid by the employers, witnesses who 
will say 'I was inUmidated*. But tho 
nght of picketing cannot in tfii» 
manner be restricted, stopped or pre- 
vented I am not gomg into all the 
practices under ‘unfair practices' I 
think it IS unfair that labour should 
have any *unfair pracUces* going to 
be listed against them — as has been 
done in this BQl. 

Lastly, there 1$ a Chapter 12 which 
deals with penalties. On account of 
ocoalty. the working class will fcave 
to face a lot of (B^culty; and there- 
fore all these matten are there That 
Is why t oppose the inlcoduotioa at

The basic pomt is justice delas«d 
Is justice denied and the Minister on 
the floor of this House assured us that 
he would look into that But he has 
laid complicated or aig zag way of 
solving the dispute By this attitude 
of the Government the very spirit 
with which this Bill has to be brifti^t 
IS lost Therefore I would request 
the Minister to revise or to withdraw 
this new Indian combination of the

Even to-day wc grant 
reccmltlon or reeistration to the em- 
ployees automatically I can unde- 
stand the Min's*“r laving Hotvn some 
rule? for refus*n<» re^o'milfon , hut 
here you are denying the right of 
registration Itself 

Mow retrenchment is not at all 
allowed I am a trade unionist and 


wc wiU not allow any law for xc- 
trenciunent, I cannot iiny fan 
uiu]t.r which an employer can re- 
irencii an employee Here undci 
clausa S3 are giving On opportunity ti 
the employer to retrench an em- 
ployee by giving one month’s notice 
ThJa clau«e can be misused. Even 
today tho domestic enquiry clause 1., 
Uing misused There are examples 
of employers going up to the Supreme 
Court to defend the retrenchment of 
a single employee So, m the name 
of surplus or whatever it may be, you 
are giving a chance to the employer:, 
to r trench the employees clause 83 
gucs complete authority and pover 
to the cnanagimenC t© reircnch any 
employee It means it « arbitrary 
ami it b in favour of the employers 
It will be detrjmentaJ to the juterxst® 
of the working class 

Cbu»e» 92 jnd M deal with 'triJte 
Right to strike is a fundamental ngl t 
of an employee But under the con 
ditions you have laid down hke 80 
per cent ballot and ail that m piac- 
ticc you are comphtely banning tho 
right of employees to go on strike 
Clause 93 deals with consequence^ of 
illegal strike oy lockout. If the em 
ptojccs go on strike and If the court 
declares it illegal even the registra 
(ion of the trade union will be can 
celled Then you have laid down 
provisions for conciliation, arbitra- 
tion, etc How much time the arbi- 
trator will take nobody knows Any 
employer can retrench an employee 
and then he has to go to a Concilii 
lion Officer next to another man an ’ 
then thirdly fo an arbitrator Valuable 
lime will be lost in all these proce v- 
es All the provisions are very much 
detrimental to the interests of the 
working class Th© introduction of 
Ole clause providing for arbitrator i' 
particularly harmfuL When the Cons- 
Utut on Amendment Bill was bein? 
dferu-seif, when the question of tnbi 
no’s to decide thp C3S“ o* ftovemment 
oinplnvoes was beme d's^-ussed w 
saw how the Law Minister Shii 
Shanti Bhu'han was very vocal and 
defeated all oiir amendments The 
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same persons have now come wiUi 
this provision lor imposing an arbi- 
trator upon the working class In a 
nut shell this is compulsory a^iudl- 
cation For bonus, the working class 
has to go on fighting in court for one 
year R creates more tension. The 
cat 13 out of the bag when I read the 
intention of the Government as stated 
in the Statement of Obiccts and Rea- 
sons In para 5 page 101, R says 

‘ It 13 sought to encourage leader- 
ship from within the trade uniona 
The procedure for registration of 
unions and other connected matters 
are being streamlined ” 

So the whole intention 13 to dis- 
courage anybody coming from outside 
and also political leadership Sir, trade 
unionism has been developed and 
strengthened for the last fifty years 
m this country This will go against 
the interests of the working class I 
am not against a Bill to govern indus 
trial relations, but it must be an ad- 
vanced stage of legislation It should 
not take the country backward, but 
forward Unfortunately, my good 
friend, Mr Ravindra Varma, 1 $ taking 
back the trade union movement be- 
fore 1000 and odd That Is why i am 
opposing this 

SHRI K C aiANDRAPPAN (Cm- 
nanore) Sir my first point is, 1 agree 
with those who raised the consti- 
tutional competence especially under 
Article 19(1) (c) of the Constitution. 

I think it is good that they have done 
so The second point Is if you read 
clauses 91 92(1) (a) the First Sche- 
dule and Clause 95 of this BiU, it 
gives a glaring picture Thai is 
exactly where I think that the Janata 
Parly is beating a retreat form some 
of the accepted trade union rights 
ris-fl j-ls the working class in this 
country Mr Madhu Llmaye raised 
this pont That is, declaring a certain 
trade union in certain sectors of 
industry permanently and placing It 
permnnenlly on the Statute Book. I 
would like to point out this thing as 
banned category There is no strike 


possible No normal trade union 
activity will be possible If you see 
the First Schedule, you will find that 
No 2 is “Any railway service, of 
any other transport service for the 
carriage of passengers or goods by air, 
water or land No 4 is “Any semco 
in or any connection with the working 
of, any major port or dock,” 

MR CHAIRMAN 1 don t think you 
should read all these things 

Mr Ravindra Varma read out the 
points 

SHRI C. K CHANDRAPPAN 
What I am saymg is that the major 
section of the working class is in the 
organised sectors They are perma- 
nently kept as a category of essential 
services and their normal trade union 
functioning is not possible and no 
strike particularly is possible If you 
read clause 95, there is a difference 
m such trade unions which are dec- 
lared essential If anybody extends 
any supoprt they are punishable 
That is why I thought this is one of 
the most undemocratic provisions 
introduced in this Bill 

Now, Sir, technically and legally, 
one can say strike is not bad 1 can 
say there is a de jure acceptance of 
the fact that the working class can go 
on strike but if you really want the 
working class to go on strike accord- 
ing to this Bill, it Is almost impossi- 
ble There is a de facto ban. 

MR CHAIRMAN I think this 
point has also been made 

SHRI C K. CHANDRAPPAN I 
dont think this pomt is made. Thift 
13 how I look at it Therefore, Sir, 
I think a Blit which is seeking to 
introduce better industrial relations 
cannot be of this type by which the 
major sections of the organised work- 
mg class will have to abdicate their 
right of trade unionism and the work- 
ing class will have practically no pos- 
sibility to go on strike. I think that 
will not ensure a good trade union 
relation in the country 
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The last point is again th s has 
shown the strange capacity of the 
Janata Government to bring forward 
Bills which everybody wants those 
Bills not to come For example the 
Anti-Dcfection Bill They have 
brought m a form and got opposition 
fiom eicrybody and here this Bill 
was long awaited and when it came, 
it again found opposition even from 
Mr Madhu Limaye My friend Mr 
Madhu Limaye gave us a piece <yf 
advice 

Shri Madhu Llmayc told me ‘yrou 
tried to help Indira Gandhi to put the 
MISA into the statute book. We rcct!* 
fled it ’* We had the honesty to tell 
the world that we accept iL But, 
Shri Madhu Limaye, alter such a pro- 
longed clTect of mediation failed and 
he was crest-fallen and disillusioned 

SHRI MADHU LIMA'VE I opposed 
the Cnminal Procedure Code BiiL 

SHRI C K CHANDRAPPAN Of 
course, it is democratic and constitu- 
tional but let us not try to attack each 
other 

•SHRI K RAMAMURTHY 
(Dharmapurl) Hon Mr Chairman 
Sir, like the release of a long-awaited 
Film, the long-awaited Industrial Re- 
lations Bill is being introduced by 
the hon Minister of Labour 
MR, CHAIRMAN 1 request the 
bon Member to make just points 
briefly 

SHRI K. RAilAMURTHY This 
Bill proves beyond any shadow of 
doubt that the Janata Government Is 
the stooge of monopoly industrialists 
of the country This legislation also 
swings between two extremes of im- 
posing manifold restrictions on the 
functioning of the Trade Unions, which 
would m clTect make them infmctu 
ous institutions and presenbing a 
minimum of 10 per cent membership 
even for registering a Trade Union. 
As my hon. friend Shri Chandrap- 
pan, pointed out, there may not be 
de ;ure banning of strike bet tb«e 


K de /acto banning of the inabenable 
nght of labour All the hard-won 
iighb^ after ceaseless struggles of 
centuries of the labour are being 
extinguished through this Industrial 
Relations Bill and this is the darkest 
day so far as Trade Union Movement 
in the country is concerned I oppose 
the introduction of the Industrial Re- 
lations Bill 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
♦■Howfah) Knowing fully well that 
all central trade unions have expres- 
sed their opinion and declared this 
Bill to be a black Bill knowing fuliv 
well that this Government is bruig- 
ing this Bill here without consulta- 
tion and so it will be bitterly opposed 
outside leading to a situation of con 
frontation between the working class 
and the Government it would have 
been wise on the part of the hon 
Minister not to introduce the Bill at 
this stage Before that he should 
consult the centra] trade unions and 
seek their advice Of course, a pro- 
posal for reference to the Joint Com- 
mittee IS there But it is the ex- 
perience of the working class that 
when they come out openly against it, 
then only the Government retreats. 
This IS the expenonce even dunnif 
the last sixteen months Even day 
before yesterday in the case of tho 
Aoti Defection Bill the Government 
had to withdraw Government should 
avoid this type of situation of con- 
frontation All the central trade 
unions have denounced the new fea- 
tures which have been incorporated 
The consensus which was arrived and 
the recommendations of the 30-Mein-

It IS true that it is a rate occasion 
on which hon Members exeraso their 
right to oppose the uitroducliou of a 
Bill Somehow or the other priman 
Iv because of a lack of understand 
Ing some hon Members have chosen 
to oppose tny motion for leave t* 
introduce this Bill . 

I would have liked to start with 
the objection that my hon and dls 
tinguishcd fnend Shn Marthu 
Limaye raised but he would perhaps 
pardon me if I begin b> referring to

SIUU RAVINDRA VARMA The 
hon Member u a very respected eol- 
Icague and he has every right to ask 
u question He himself has been a 
Minister of Labour 1 hold him !n 
high regard Therefore, I shall never 
tai] to answer any qu^ion he asks. 
But I. hope he will permit me to deve 
lop my answer and at the end if his 
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question has not been answered, ho 
can raise the question. Therefoxe, I 
would in the beginning start by say- 
ing that It is totally unfair to say that 
there wras no consultation 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE What 
1 meant was that very recently all 
the central trade union organisations 
have given their leactions Because, 
originally Ihe Committee of 30 mem- 
bers made certain recomendation^ 
and wc were expecting that the Bill 
would incorporate those recommenda- 
tions Now all those lecommenda- 
iions have been negatived So, the 
trade union organisations have given 
Ihcir icactions and they have declared 
this Dill as a black Bill Despite that,. 
It u. being introduced So, my point 
IS not that they have not been 
«d at all but they were not consulted 
before introducfion 

SHRI RAVINDRA VARMA The 
hon Member has repeated his argu- 
ment perhaps lo remind me to ans 
wer it I am grateful to him for remin- 
ding me. But there is no danger of 
my forgetting the point even vnthout 
ills reminding me 

U u true that there is a difference 
between consultation and the total 
acceptance of ‘a consensus that may 
emerge But as far as this particular 
Bill is concerned, with specific refer- 
ence to the question that my distm- 
pushed fnend, Shn Venkatramani 
has asked, I would like to inform hutt; 
if he is not already aware, that the 
very idea of a comprehensive Dill 
arose from the discussions in the 
Labour Conference He is very lamihar 
with the working of the Labour Con- 
ference In a Labour Conference it 
is hardly possible, it is impossible In a 
day or two to deal with a compre- 
hensive BUI of this kind Therefore, 
It was suggested that these three

It IS a unanimous report. 

I now come bark to the questions 
that my distinguished friend Mr 
Modhu Limaye laived I want to as- 
sure the House that I am not answer- 
ing the points that he has raised or 
the points that other hon members 
have raised in any spirit of polemics or 
bellicosity 1 want to deal vnth the 
subject with the utmost humility and 
frankness ^ 

The question tliat he raised about 
invoking Direction lOB of the bpea- 
kcr whether it was really necessary 
to invoke tius Direction to Introduce 
the Bill, as he described in a hurry 
IB certainly an important question be- 
cause he linked it with an apprehen 
':ion that this is becoming a general 
practice On behalf of the Govern 
meat I would like to say that it will 
be the effort of the Government to see 
that this docs not become a genera! 
practice 

Now as far as this particular Bill Is 
concerned the anxiety was that we 
should not allow more time to elapse 
without the country vrithout 
the House knowing what the 
tnuiking was because on a Bill bke 
this the more consultations you have, 
the greater the possibility of evolving 
an acceptable consensus and there- 
fore we thought that instead of allow 
ing this session to elapse wnthout ia- 
troduemg the Bill it will be a better 
idea to introduce the Bill eo that 
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there \\»Ii be lu Ihcr discussion m a 
joint Committee ihere will be 
further discussion in the trade 
unions there will be further dis- 
cussion in seminars wherever such 
discussions take pla'c to mould a 
national consensus on this issue 
Therefore I can only plead guilty to 
Jhc fact that wo did not want to lose 
more tune That was the only rea- 
son wh> wc invoked Direction ISB 
and requested for the pcinussion of 
the Speaker to allo^ us to ntroduce 
the Bill m this fashion

SHRI RAVINDRA VARMA f do 
not &sk your opinion I only said, he 
avoided an embarrassment to me by 
declining to reply and left it to me to 
suimisc what the reply might be I 
do not propose to answer on any sur- 
mise. The question ol opinioas about 
each other are matters, which, I think 
should not be the subject matter of 
discussion in the House, because opi- 
nions Und to bo mutuaL As far a* I 
am concerned. I have the highest res- 
pect for the hon Member 

Then, the mam point which I think 
many hnn. Members irade about legal 
comptlcnco was m regard to the 
right to freedom of association. Thai 
was tlw main Pbiht Many aspects of 
the queiUon were referred to, but the 


mam point was the right to freedom of 
assouation 

Now, thtio was no queAiOn raised 
about the legal competence of Parlia 
ment to Icgishtc on this subject be- 
cause everybody knows that under En- 
tries 22 and 2f, Parliament is compe- 
tent to deal with this subject 

As far as Art 19(l)(c) which was 
referred lo, is concerned, about the 
freedom lo form associations or unions, 
I would humbly beg to submit that 
there is nothing in this Bill, as it is 
going to be introduced m the House 
which militates against this funda 
mental right Nowhere is it said that 
associations cannot be formed Hon 
Members who are very familiar with 
the Trade Union movement as well as 
•with the Constitution, know very 
well that there is p difference between 
the right to form an association and 
the right to register an association 
under a particular Act,— it may be 
registered under tho Charitable So- 
cieties Act or some other Act—, the 
right to register an association under 
tho Trade Union Act, and thirdly the 
question of recognition — to which my 
fnend referred — , fourthly the right of 
collective bargaimng, Btthly the iden- 
tification of tho bargaining agent and 
sixthly, the nght to strike Now, it is 
not fair to say that this Bill m any 
way restricts the right of association 
That is a sacred right enshrined in the 
Constitution under Art 19 and there 
will be no effort at all on the part of 
the CSovemment to inhibit that nght 
UnferruptiOJi*) 

Therefore, it will be wrong to say 
that there is anything in this Bill 
which inhibits the right of association 

Now, on the question of registration. 

I am not quite clear I do not even 
know whether I should seek your 
guidance on thu subject It may be 
onbarrassmg, if I do so because, m Uie 
discussions, not oni/ was legislative 
competence brought m but many parti, 
cular clauses of the BiU were *1®® 
brought In It I try to deaf with 
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these Clauses, I would be taking much 
of the tunc of the House and going to 
the next stage of the Bill, and if I do 
not take thg tune of the House* to 
deal wjth these, it maj look, on tne 
record, as though Go%ernment nas no 
answer to these points Therefore, I 
seek your protection, and I would like 
to say that if I do not answer each of 
these points which I do not relate to 
iegis1ali\e competence, in detail, it is 
not because there si's no valid const 
derations which made us put forward 
these proposals, but because wc beheve 
this IS not the stage at which we 'hould 
enter into a detailed discussion on par- 
ticular clauses 

Kow, as far as the right to strike is 
concerned, I would like to say that 
the Government does believe that there 
IS a right to strike, but u should be 
a peacefully exercised. My hon. 
friend Mr Madhu Limaye referred to 
Chitales book or something and 
quoted how the nght exists in England 
as a fundamental right but he himself 
was very fair and honest in admitting 
that as far as India is concerned the 
Supreme Court has not held — per* 
haps it has not been put to the test 
and perhaps such a view might be held 
by the Supreme Court— that the right 
to strike is a fundamental right. Never- 
theless. as fat as Government Is con- 
cerned and the Janata Party u concern 
ed. it does believe that the right to 
strike IS the ultimate weapon of the 
working class This was said on the 
other side and this will be said with 
equal vehemence on this side, but I 
would like to point out to the Hon 
Members opposite that the Hon Mem- 
bers opposite also used the adjective 
Ultimate weapon’ 

an HON MEMBER Last weapon. 

SHRI RAVINDRA VABMA Last 
weapon and ultimate wreapon per- 
haps have the same meaning. There is 
no difference You can choose a mono- 
syllabic word and I may use a multi- 
syllabic word, but the adjective U the 
same, whether it’is the ‘last weapon’ 
or “ultimate weapon’ or ‘final weapon’ 
Would you like to add some other 
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thing’ Then add it The idea would be 
the same 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN The only weapon. 

SHRI RAVINDRA VARMA There 
the cat IS really mewing I would have 
said that it was peeping out of the 
bag, but the hon Member ducked, 
therefore, I only say that the cat is 
mewing and not peeping out of the 
bag 

Tins Bill docs not take away the 
rignt to strike It only says that, before 
invoking this ultimate weapon, the 
other steps, the other methods should 
bo utilised — there should be negotia- 
tions, there should be conciliation 
there should be an attempt at arbitra 
tion 

SHRI VAYALAK RAVI For how 
many years? 

SHRI RAVINDRA VARMA We 
can come to that. 

If all these fail, then in most casrs 
resort to strike is possible it is not tjI. 
cd out. But IS It wrong to say that, in 
the interest 0 / the society, every effort, 
must be made tg settle disputes peace- 
fully? Is it wrong to say that a peace- 
ful effort should be made’ That must 
be your View But that is not our 
new I do not think anybody senous- 
ly argues or anybody will have the 
gumption to say, that no peaceful 
effort should be made Whatever 
might be in one’s mind, nobody would 
say — and I am sure the Jion Member 
also does not say — that no effort should 
be made for the peaceful settlement 
of disputes What this Bill provides 
for Is only a machinery that will at- 
tempt to achieve a peaceful solution 
of the disputes 

Another complaint has been thdt 
this machinery for the peaceful set- 
tlement of disputes takes a long time 
My hon. friend, Mr Vayalar Ravi, rr- 
fciTed to it. There arc cases where 
the existing machinery has taken ten- 
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ys^ei, And everybody knows> that the 
worker does not have the etsyiac 
ixnver The management may have 
il'.e employer may have, but the em 
ployce does not have Therefore, there 
jiHUst be a tune-bound method of seeing 
that an individual or collective dispute 
r» bettled peacefully the labour courts 
function in such a manner that dis 
pules which are brought before them 
are settled soon It is true that a cer 
t^m auggestion has been made in this 
Bill I am here bordenng on discuss* 
inR details I shall not go further 
Certain periods have been mentioned 
They can be abridged But that is no 
reason to take objection to the whole 
Bill or to saj that it is anti working 
tlA. s Today it takes ten years This 
Bui suggests two months I am sure 
there is some diRerence between 12b 
monlh« end tivo months Even if two 
months are supposed to be a long 
period if It goes to a Select Commit-

SHRI G M BANATWALLA (Po^ 
nani). Sir, the purpose of the amend* 
ments Is to ensure that members af® 
taken on the Press Council from ^ 
languages mentioned In the Eighth 
Schedule of the Constitution I m®** 
respectfully submit to this House that 
non-lncIusion of a member from an/ 
of the languages mentioned in tw 
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i^iShtb Schedule of our CoostituUon 
ikUi render the Press Council incom- 
plelQ to that particular extent There* 
lore, m order to see that the Press 
Council IS complete in every respect 
ID order to sec that the eflcctivencss 
ol the Press Council is strensthened 
and ID order to ensure lull involve- 
ment ol all the languages, I have 
moved this particular amendment 
The amendment provides that m case 
the nominations made under clauses 
la) and (h) do not include any mem- 
ber Irom any of the languages men- 
tioned in the Righth Schedule cl our 
Con'titution, then m that case, addi- 
tional members be nominated so as to 
secure members from all languages 
jientioned m the Constitution. 

Mr. Chairman, it is absolutely ne- 
cessary that all the languages men- 
tioned la the Eighth Schedule havo 
representation in the Press CounoL 
This particular point comes out clear- 
ly when We study the pattern of the 
language-wise spread ol the Press in 
cur country. When we look at the 
number of newspapers language-wise. 
We Ibid that in the year 1975, the 
number ol Hmdi papers was 3 H9 
English— 2559, Urdu— 929, Bengab — 
771. Marathi— 748, GujaraU— 567, Ta- 
mil — 556, Malayalam — 498, Telegu — 
-418, Kannada — 348 and so on. 

1 must also emphasise here that 
Urdu stands third in the list. Further, 
I quote from page 3 of the Press In 
India 1976 It says: 

'"In respect of circulation, how- 
ever, Engbsh language papers had 
the highest, 79 38 lakhs or 23 5 per 
cent of the total. Hindi was a 
close second with 76 02 lakhs or 
22 5 per cent. Newspapers In 
eight Indian languages had a cir- 
culation ol more than a million 
copies each, and three ol them 
had more than two millions These 
included Tamil 34 19 lakhs, Mala- 
yalam 26 64 lakhs, Marathi 20 15 
lakhs, Gujarati 19 98 lakhs Ben- 
gali 18 77 lakhs. Urdu IS 32 lakhs. 
Telugu 12 66 lakhs and Kannada 
1138 lakhs.” 


The point I am submitting is that a 
study ol the pattern of the language- 
wise spread ol the Press will make 
It very clear that every language 
mentioned in the Eighth Schedule ol 
the Constitution should have a 
member in the Press Council, This 
and this alone can give a sense 
ol lull participation and involvement 
to the language press l, ol course, 
congratulate the Government for 
coming forward with the Bill, vm 
pbasi$ is not being laid on English 
alone, taking into account the langu 
age press This is a very weiCome 
feature for which every credit is due 
and I congratulate the Government 
for the same However, the dedi- 
cation that (he hon Minister has 
shown for the language press is par- 
tial in character 1 have moved this 
amendment only to emphasise that 
this dedication should cover all the 
languages mentioned In the Eigtb 
Schedule The logic of tbe clause by 
granting representation to tbe Ungu 
age press should be carried to its 
p-mper conclusion. That can only be 
done if ray amendment Is accepted to 
ensure that each and every language 
mentioned m tbe Eighth Schedule of 
the Constitution has a representation 
and an opportunity to be m tbe Press 
Council I very seriously command 
this amendment of zmne for the 
consideration of the House I urge 
upon the Treasury Beaches and I 
urge upon this House to extend its 
approval to the amendment in order 
to see that the Press Council is made 
more effective and its effectiveness is 
strengthened and In order to see that 
all the languages mentioned in the 
Indian Constitution have a proper 
representation in the Press CounciL 

SHRI B C. KAldBLE (Bombay 
South-Central). So far as my amend- 
ment IS concerned, it has two fold pur- 
pose One IS to replace the principle 
of nomination by the principle of 
election All the hon members will 
agree with me that the principle of 
nomination is inconsistent with the 
maintenance of freedom. A nominat- 
ed press council will not be competent 
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to maintain that freedom because those 
members owe allegiance to the autho- 
rity who nominates, and, therefore, my 
submission is that if you want to 
maintain the freedom of the press, re- 
place this principle of nomination and 
adopt the principle of election There* 
fore, I ha\e suggested a substitute 
Press Council. 

Another purpose of my amendment 
13 that the very composition of the 
proposed Council is also not a good 
one It looks as If the members mean 
certain owners, certain editors and 
certain working journalists That is 
all This looks like a class composi- 
tion It looks like aristocratic body 
It has no place others — so far as 

subscribers are concerned, readers 
arc concerned, or the pubbc Is con- 
cerned If the purpose of the Bill is 
to serve the public and the public in. 
terests, I am asking this Government 
where is the place for others — for 
those subscnbers for the members of 
the public? £ven amongst anstocratic 
body, among this nominated body, it 
looks as if separate quotas are given 
Then amongst the working loumalists 
there is a further sub division of lan- 
guage papers as also amongst the 
owners Owner as a class is not taken. 
There are big owners and there are 
small owners Therefore, mv submis- 
sion is that this is not going to serve 
the purpose Instead of that, let there 
be a certain place for the readers or 
lor the pubbc The Farbament has 
an insignificant place so far as the pro. 
posed Council is concerned Only two 
or three members are to be nominat- 
ed. What I have proposed is that 15 
members from out of the owners, 
working journalists and the specialists 
should be there. There should be 15 
incn-b'’rs— 10 from within the Ixk 
Sab'-a to be elected by the Lok Sabha 
members and fl;e from the Bajya. 
Sabha Until such provision 15 made\ 
for the subeenb-rs or members of the 
public, the representabves of the peo* 
pVe in both the Houses should b* 
able to represent them. That Is the

VTe f^U that on the whole this slao 
of 29 should be maintained It should 
not exceed. Otherwise it would be- 
come too unwieldy For example, the 
EUgegstiOn given by Mr Banatwala 
So far as the last point made by Mr 
Venkataraman and Mr Eorole is con- 
cerned, I would only say that the 
‘functions of this Council are in a large 
measure quasi-judicial and therefore, 
this point had to be borne in mind 
But the Select Committee felt that it

Madam Chairman going through this 
motion and the contents of this motion,

It makes an asccrtion that the money 
power in elections poses a grave threat 
to the future of parliamentary demo- 
cracy I do not entirely agree with 
that postulation Of course, it is some 
danger to the proper functioning of 
democracy, but I would bke to point 
out that as emphasised by Mr Samar 
Mukherjee yesterday, our people and 
our democracy have come up to a par> 
ticular stage in which they have re- 
peatedly proved that attempts to in* 
Duence election by money need not 
always be successful, mostly it Is ua- 
successfuL There is that measure of 
maturity among our people An ana- 
lysis of the election results would 
certainly mdlcate that But much 
more than that, the danger of demo- 
cracy is the ineffectiveness of the in- 
stitutions that are created by the 
filamentary processes If the Par- 
liament is not able to discharge its 
functions fully if the Government is 
not redeemmg its pledges to the people 
and if the Parliament as representative 
of the people fails to get the Govern- 
ment account for its failures and If. 
cumulatively, a measure of frustration 
results among the people, then the 
confidence of the people in the integ- 
rity and effectiveness of the institu 
tions will go, and there lies the dan- 
ger to parhamenfary democracy If is 
therefore, necessary whenever the 
Parliament meets that the Parliament 
gets concerned with the vital issues 
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fttIcvUne tho i>c<>pl& I tud on a 
vious occasion to state that as far at

At this 
point the Prime Minister had hlllo 
choice but to order a Tribunal, which, 
it should be emphasised found that 
the rumours had no foundation.

SHRI C M STEPHEN I entirely

Tlje important thing is to what ex- 
tent the Prime Minister has gone to 
protect his son.

Is a recommendation of a House of 
Parliament of no consequence? is a 
recommendation of Parliament some- 
thmg you can put in a iiaste-paper 
basket particular when the recozn- 
meodatipn is with respect to a matter 
about which sufQuent has been said 
and, sufScient has surfaced to creat 
deep suspicion In the minds of the 
people? Is it not m your own interest 
that the clouds must be removed? 
And if you are not going to remav* 
the clouds, am I not justified in draw- 
ing the inference that your refusal 
to take action to remove the clouds 
is because you realise that the move 
v,ill land you in trouble and expose 
you as really guilty? There Is no es- 
caping that fact. 

How, hfadam, it is absolutely clear 
that these are stinking and it is in 
the interests of everybody that the 
atmosphere must be cleared. Let us 
not take a rigid attitude about this. 

I am not speaking as a member of ths 
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Opposition in this matter but as one-

From corruption to eruption. 

PROF P O MAVALANKAR And 
the Very fact that many of us are not 
interested m this debate is also evi- 
dent by the Interest shown by my 
hon fnends in this debate But the 
fact remains that '^e must take some 
Of the limited time of this Parllameat 
after a7— maximum possible resources 
are spent on it — to discuss these basic 
problems 

Mr Chairman, let me first start 
with a word or two by way of plea- 
santanes, which I mean seriously and 
sincerely I do not think we could 
have expected a more efficient and a 
more Conscientious Minister than my 
dear friend prof Madhu Dandavate 
who has been doing an excellent job 
in managing the railways Sir he JS 
energetic he is intelligent « Imagi* 
nati\e and I would like to say that 
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he also spends tune to sce how two 
things can happen. One is to improve 
the railway administration It is a 
very tall order, no one of us let me 
say, can do it overnight. It i$ a tall 
order to improve upon it, hut at least 
he Is sincerely at it. And secondly 
what Is more important from my point 
of view IS that he is also sincerely 
trying to release the admimstration 
of the Indian railways from the 
bureaucratic bondage of the Railway 
Board and many other seasoned 
cials It 13 a great thing and there- 
fore it IS good One more reason why 
I want to congratulate him Is that no 
Minister of the Railways until this 
Government came and my fnend be- 
came the Minister has taken into 
account the comforts and security and 
conveniences of Second class passen 
gers nullions of them who travel 
every day and give such large ever 
revenues to the government Unfor- 
tunately so far the expenence has 
been that those who give large re- 
venues to the government are given 
muiununi comforts and those who give 
limited revenue get more facibties I 
am glad his socialist leanings have 
at least helped them to create if not 
a classless society at least classless 
trains which is good. 

Kir Chairman having said that, 
may I say that I am of course sympa 
thetic to him but somewhat gneved 
at the fact thai during his minister- 
ship this country of ours should have 
witnessed and experienced so many 
railway accidents, major and minor* 
They are of senous nature I do not 
blame him directly for anythmg that 
has happened. No Minister, particu- 
larly the Railway Minister can oe 
directly considered as responsible for 
what happens Of course. Ministers 
are technically responsible for every-j 
thing that happens That responsi- 
bility, I am sure the Minister shares 
and holds, but the point Is that it is 
a fact that dunng the last 16 mMilhs 
or more of the- Janata Governments 
coming into power I find that the 
railway accidents of major or minor 
nature have been occurring in some 
way or the other although, thank God, 


for the last few weeks we are not hav- 
ing anything by way of railway 
accidents 

Alf ^ON MEMBER We must 
keep the fingerg crossed 

PROF P G MAVALANKAR Of 
course I keep my fingers crossed and 
I hope and pray that this good state 
of affairs will continue But the bon 
Members of Parliament Including 
myself cannot do much by merely 
expressing hopes and making praverz 
and keeping our fingers crossed, 
however sacred and good our fingers 
may be We have to take concrete 
steps in thi direction. 

Mr Ch-urman, let me iell you 
what the position is. The Minister of 
Railways my friend Prof Dandavate 
in his statement of November 14. 1977 
has given some figures pertaining to 
the accidents. The House may per 
haps try to recollect this because t 
IS a long tune and the House may 
have forgotten some of tbe major 
facts Iri those two senou^ acgidents 
according to blm as many as IB plus- 
S7 people were killed on the Northern 
Railway section 1 bope I am nght In 
quoting these figures He gave these 
figures In hi& statement of l4th 
November 1977 Both the accidents 
occurred on the Northern Railways, 
fn tbe accident that took, place at 
Sara] Gopal Flag station 18 people 
were killed and 3 were grievously 
forured. In the accident at Nainl, ST 
were killed and as many as 47 were 
grievously injured. 1 do not know 
since then how many of the 
grievously injured have been dead. 

I am glai^ to see from the Minister’s 
face and nodding that no one of the 
grievously Injured are dead. Let us 
be thankful to the Almighty fop that. 
But suppose any one of them is per- 
manently incapacitated for any 
rfason* What'’ about him’ I would 
like the Railway Minister to go into 
this problem It is no use saying that 
you are giving ex pratia payment to 
the families of the deceased You 
should also look into the question of 
the injured passengers who for some 
reason may have been Incapacitated

lor life and are unaWe to get any 
emplojmeat I think some kind * oI 
compensation must be given to them 
as Vrcll Just as in the case of factory 
v.atker& and other workers jau have 
Ibis provision that if they are per 
manently incapacitated Ly their losing 
g limb or hand or some other part of 
the body and they cannot work, lor 
the rest of their bves they are given 
some compensation similarly, the 
Railway Ministry must also provide 
for that kind of situation. 

If you see these two railway acci 
dents, of which he has mentioned m 
his statement — many other accidents 
also have taken place later— f say 
Ibis with a heavy heart and with a 
deep sense of sorrow and m fact I 
share his heavy sense of sorrow and 
i know he is sincere about it but he 
should not merely stop by being 
xegteUul and sorrowful he tsas to 
tran£ate his sorrow into concrete 
action so that he need not have any 
further sorrow m this regard 

The Minister has himself stated la 
his 14th November statement on the 
causes of the accident that there has 
been some kind of failure on the part 
of the railway staff That was the 
finding Of the Inspector of Lucknow, 
I believe That means that not all 
accidents are unavoidable and some 
are due to human failure apart from 
error of judgment also 

There are accidents and some are 
described ns major and some as 
minor Here, let me make this pomt 
also clear Although I use these 
terms in a comparative sense, let me 
make Uus point very clear Though 
these accidents are described as 
major or minor, suppose my own 
kith and kin are involved in one of 
the accidents where only, say, two 
persons have died You may say that 
it is a minor accident, but to me >t 
is a major accident even though only 
two persons have died So it Is not 
a question of major or minor when 


loss of human hie is there There- 
tare, let us not minimise Ibe accidents 
from that point of view and say that 
a particular accident ig less serious 
because a lesser number of people 
have died. Are we to say that be- 
cause more people died, so it is a 
major accident and if less people- 
died, It IS a minor accident’ If our 
own kith and km are involved, even 
If it is described by others as a 
minor accident^ it becomes a major 
accident for us, because our own peo- 
ple are involved. Therefore, I hope 
he will not take that position I know 
he will not but still i want to remind 
him not to take that position 

Now what IS to be done’ He says 
he has tightened up the machinery to 
find out whether human failure also 
takes place When jt is established 
beyond doubt that it is human failure, 
not mere error of judgment— one can 
condone error of judgment — that it 
IS because of some kind of reckless- 
ness negligence Or carelessness, than 
I think the Minister must fall heavily 
on such individuals and punish them 
so that they will be more careful in 
future 

I would also like him to say some- 
thing about automatic devices, whether 
he will be introducing them in an in- 
creasing measure so that before any- 
thing happens it is avoided I am 
saying this more particularly for the 
engine drivers

Two more points and I have done. 
It has also to be mentioned and one ^ 
should remember, that a good many 
difficulties and accidents take place 
because of the fact that in one vest 
country there are lumted resources 
I agree that we have got our pnorl- 
Ues Now, Sir, because of the vast- 
aess of our country and the railway 
track being so long, miles together 
and so there are hundreds and hun- 
dreds of unmanned gates It wrill 
take time to convert all the unmanned 
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gates into manned gates I do not 
want to be mereli romantic, because 
1 know that could not be done 
, overnight. But at least let them make 
an urgent analj'sis and a proper aor- 
vey of those unmanned gates where 
accidents have taken place, where 
accidents are likely to lake place but 
have not taken plate, and unmanned 
gates where accidents are the least 
likely to take place 

Those unmanned gate* where aca- 
dents aie likely to take place, especi- 
ally in cities and surrounding agglo- 
merations, they should be given 
priority i come from Ahmedabad 
and I know that m my own. city of 
Ahmedabad, because of some unlor- 
tunate constitutional and legal diffi- 
culties and disputes between the 
railways and the Corporation or the 
local or state authorities a large 
number of gates and crossuigs are 
not manned, because the railways say 
the local or state authorities should 
do 1 ^ and the focal or state authori- 
ties say that the railwajs should do 
it In the mean time, accidents take 
place Why should they allow such 
accidents to take placed In the urban 
agglomerations, m areas near the 
cities and towns, where accidents are 
likely to take place the railways 
should, acting^ umlaterally, convert 
them into manned gates at their own 
expense If the local authonties or 
the State Governments do not do it. 
you should do it from the funds of 
tho railways so that accidents do not 
take place. Because m many cases, 
if an accident takes place >ou will be 
paying more in terms of compensa- 
tion. Then why not pay it in ad- 
vance by domg this kind of thing and. 
saving peoples lives* I should also, 
moreover, say that if he wants the 
cooperation of the Railway emplo- 
am quite sure that he is for 
it and he is At it olso — then let him 
see to it that acudents do not take 
place because of the ovet-burdened 
and over-worked stall and under- 
privileged staff m terms of benefits 
and amenitiM. X am not taking up 
the question of bonus, I am not mix- 
ing up that issue here But I do not 


want to suggest that if the Railway 
employees are co itended and are 
satisiicd and it they are not forced to 
do over work, then perhaps, they will 
be able to deliver the goods better 
Pnerefo e, I want to say tins One 
more point, and it os that Government 
mu t aiso take the help and coopera- 
tion of Railway passengers and com- 
muters and the general public in 

OTe v.ais where their cooperation 
may help m icducmg the accidents 
involved 

Now, two more points and I have 
done On© point is about the pay- 
ment to be made I have never 
understood why the payment to be 
made to the families of the deceas’d 
and Victims m aircrash should be so 
high—I do not want that it should 
be leduced— and for the families of 
those who die ui railway accident 
should be so low Of course an argu- 
ment may be that more people per- 
haps die in railway accidents than In 
alicrash That may be an ergumeni, 
But whe \ it comes ty our fellow 
countryman, to our brothers and 
sisters who die naturally nooody 
should be forced to say 1 wish my 
kith and km had died in an sirirash 
lather than in a railway accident so 
that I get more money' That should 
not be the feeling Therefore, if he 
cannot do it quickly, at least let him 
give us an assurance that progressive, 
ly he wil] go towards the ideal of 
having the unifo-m rate of compensa- 
tion to oil such individuals, no matter 
whether (hey die because of railway 
accident or aircrash After all death 
is universally the same the injury 
is the <ame, the loss is the same and 
the difficulties and the distress are 
the same 

Lastly, I want to soy in all serious- 
ness, because of railway accldc^ts 
there have been repeated demands 
that so and so, the Railway Mini ter 
whoever he may be. should risign 
and this happens bccau?- of two 
things^ mainly bccau>e of the nalu'al 
de-ire of the people to pm down (ho 
responsibility to a particular Mioist>.r 
coacerned. in this case, the Railway 
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Minis t<»p und secondly because tlus is 
B highly moral issue which was made 
a very e»taba»hed good precedent by 
no less a person than that great man 
our foiiaer Prime Mimstei Shri Lai 
Bahadur Shastri who as you know 
as the Railway Muuster had th^ capa- 
city and the sincerity to resign and 
therefore be resigned and set an 
example saying even if 1 am not 
responsible directly I take the res 
poruibihty for the accident and 1 go 
out of the Ministry 1 want tn say 
that although Mr Dandaiate was 
charged that he has not resigned I 
can say that sensitive as he is and 
responsible as he is I am quite sure 
that he must have not only felt com- 
pelled to resign but probobly be 
might also have resigned I do not 
know It is for him to tell us

m it If we look at it from that 
angle then I am quite sure that we 
will be able to contribute our own 
little mite to his efforts and jointly 
we can make the Railways not only 
good fast comfortable an<j convem- 
ent but also one which is a matter 
of national pnde and a matter of 
mt'-rnatjonal reputation m the comity 
ot nations 

SHRI DHIRENDBANATH SASU 
(Katwa) Mr ChairmBo, Sir at the 
outset I want to say that we have 
got full conSdence m our Railway 
Minister He has got aU the ca^bi- 
lit> and efficiency necessary tq do the 
]ob But I have to make some com- 
ments and observations on the per- 
formance of the Railways 

The iBilway accidenta and disloca— 
lions are happening very often, at 
least twice a month As you know 
about a fortnight back, about 50 pas- 
sengers of a compartment were robbed 
of their belongings by robbers and 
dacotts the railway chains were 
pulled up and some incidents took 
place There have been a series of 
railway accidents I can mention one 
by It IS all because of the fart 
that as many as 22,000 railway cross- 
ings are not manned at all till today 
The Railway Minister wiii agree with 
me In his budget speech he has 
said that till today 22 000 railway 
crossings are not manned. There is 
no lines man there Wherever there 
are lines men. they are getting b very 
poor salary, they are working for t® 
to 20 hours a day they have ii® 
quartc s to live in they are corninS 
from long distances they are oyer- 
worked They cannot do so much work 
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That way the railways are under> 
stalled This should be tahen Into 
consideration by the Railway Munster 
as already explained by several hoa 
members 

I have seen m West Bengal and 
m various other parts of the country — 
1 have (ravelled extensively — that 
there are so many railway crossings 
which are not manned 1 would ap- 
peal to the hon Railway Minister to 
see that all the lailway crossings are 
manned up so that the lives of the 
people the lives of the passengers, 
are protected end the tram accidents 
do not recur so often 

There are certain safety measures 
which are to be taken fay the railways 
When theie are accidents the passen- 
gers involved in the accidents look 
forward to railway authorities for 
compensation In Britain and in 
USA the railway journeys are cover- 
ed b) insurance schemes at Govern- 
ment cost.

found out Now the causes uro that 
the railwaymcn are under-staffed, 
they are not properly paid and they 
are not satisfied We have got to give 
them proper remuneration, proper 
emoluments proper housing or <2uar 
ters. so that they can work satisfac- 
torily 

Now the people of the country are 
certainly looking forward to Mem- 
bers of Parliament of this Hou»e— - 
but not in regard to what they find 
every day in the p-pers about some 
allegations of corruption about En-

SliniMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAN 
Which u out of date 
PROF MADHU DANDAVATE Yes, 
but you ore out of date I am sure 
while exercising your right of reply 
you will try to make your knowledge 
upiodate and I would like tQ benefit 
by that. , 

1 do not want to go into broad de- 
tails because in the course of the last 
few months while replying to various 
questions and on some occasions, while 
replying to the call attention notices 
I tried to deal with certain aspects of 
accidents but to some of the issues 
that have been focussed and raised 
during the debate I must be respon- 
sive enough to give reply and also 
give some information regarding the 
accidents 

FirsUy ag far as the number of 
accidents are concerned 1 informally 
told Comrade Parvathl Knsbnan last 
time immediately alter her speech was 
over that the statistics that are given 
in relation to the accidents are based 
on Railways concept of accidents. In 
railway parlance even 11 no injury is 
caused— not to talk of victims, deaths. 
Injuries— If a pair ot wheels slips off 
and even 11 the passengers do not come 
to know of If but the engine dnver Is 
able to detect it in railway parlance, 
that constitutes an accident If there is 
a short dreuiUng in a coach and as a 
result there Is a small- fire not result 
mg in any injury even then it is re 
garded as an accident. Therefore 
whenever we gave those figures of 600 
or 700 or 800 please bear in mind 
that right from 1952 onwards 
when all the statistics are given and 
which began from 1686 and now we 
have come to 866 all that relates to 
the accidents In the railway parlance 
Of course sbe is right there are cer- 
tain major acc dents and certain minor 
—accidents in the sense that if for in 
stance there is a slipping of the rad 
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way wheels even withflut causjog la- 
JU 17 . we call It an accident, but when 
there are deaths, inj nes aul all that, 
no maltet how ma" a people are killed 
for the railway administration, it 
would bet considered as a significant 
accident 1 However, we have to go 
through all such cases and Institute 
an enquiry etc In the beginning, 
while initiating^ the debate my friend 
Mr Kanwar Lai Gupta had suggested 
that the quantum of compensation to 
be paid to the injured and to the re- 
lations of the victims must be increas- 
ed I must infonn this House that a 
constant revision of the quantum of 
compensation has been there The 
compensation prior •- to 1962 was 
Rs 10 000 for the nearest relation of 
every victim From 1962 to December 
1973 It was Rs. 20 000 Now it is up- 
to Rs. 50,000, per victim depending 
upon the nature of the injury sustain- 
ed v 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHN- 
AN We will convey it to the people 
concerned 

PROF MADHtJ DANDAVATE Com 
rade Parvathl Krisbnan Is very coope 
rative Again, there was a question 
raised, regarding unmanned gates and 
manned gates Since, in the past In 
the various statements laid on tbe 
Table of tbe House, F have already 
given tbe number of accidents at tbe 
manned gales and unmanned gates, I 
do not want to repeat them. But I 
can say that there are over it 000 
Railway level crossings which are 
manned, and approximately 22D00 
cross njs which are' urananned. You 
will be bappy to know that whereas tn 
the past it was always the responsibi- 
lity of the local authorillef or of the 
State Governments to bear the initial 
cost in converting unmanned gates 'n* 
to manned ones, the new decisloa 
which 1 have already announced <s 
that in view of our experience with 
tbe local autborlUes and their Asaoefal 
ccnstraias, we realized that If we were 
to rely only on them, such a convers.«» 
will not take place and Iberefote we 
have decided that ICO per rent flaan- 


clal responsibility for converting such 
o[ the unmanned gates Info manned 
ones as are potential hazards to safety 
of passengers wnU be taken by the 
Railway Administration henceforth. 

‘ There is one more aspect to which 
Comrade Parvathl Krishnaa made a 
reference, namely discontentment 
among Railway-men I woilld first 
like to draw a distinction I am sure 
she will fully agree w^th me that there 
might be certain human failures. In 
the accidents which might relate to 
those who man the equipment. There 
might be some officials In charge of 
Itae Control Rooms and Cabin Rooms. 
But at the same time, If anybody 
says that because there Is discontent 
among Railway workers, those parti 
cuiar railway workers must be res- 
ponsible for the accidents, 1 lefuto 
that allegation If tbe Engine Driver, 
the Guard and tbe Ftremas. la order 
(o lake revenge on tbe Railway Ad- 
miolstratJoo try (0 indulge in a cons- 
piracy to bring about an accident, the 
Driver and the Fireman will be the 
first victims in that aceidenl. Nobody 
will therefore, be willing to follow 
that path In order to take a revenge 
against the Railway AdmmistraUon. 
Therefore, I refute the allegatioa that 
Railway employees arc deliberately 
doing it There might be some slut 
failures. (Interrvptions) I feci that on 
the question of the loyalty of the 
Railway workers, there is no dllTer- 
eoce of opinion at aU. As far as 
loyaliy of the workers Is concerned, 1 
think the Railway worker is as loyal 
as a Member of Parliament, and I 
nead not draw a distinction between 
the two at aU. That is cot a disput- 
able poinL 

I do rot want to give all the stab's 
tics. I had shown to the hoo- Mem- 
ber who had raised the Issue, the laiJe 
relating to this. Therefore, I do Bol 
want lo take the time of the House- 
We have eeveral kinds of failures, vs. 
failure of Railway ilatT. failure 
Of persona other than the RaJway 
atatf a.nd failure of railway equip- 
m«it-egai.n there are sub-head 
isgi Fit. mttUrJeal trstk *i>d 
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others There are also accidental ac 
cldents where we are not able to 
detect the cause Le cause could not 
be established and cause not yet fina- 
lized You will find that aU these ac 
Cldents have been divided into vanous 
categories. For sometime, sabotage 
eflorts were intense 127 efforts were 
made last year In 1977 and some 
people tried to tamper with the 
tracks. Out of these 127 efforts 9 
resulted in accidents but I am happy 
to say that we have received the co 
operation of Gangmen and RPF pat- 
rolling men who together constitute 
a strength of 25 000 on whom we are 
incurring a daily expenditure of Rs. 1 
lakh This particular palroUing at 
rangement has succeeded to such an 
extent that alter 23rd December last 
when the last accident to sabo- 
tage took place upto this date not a 
single accident due to sabotage has 
taken place and the credit for this 
goes to the Gangmen and the RPF 
men doing patrolling of track 

There Is one suspected case, 1 know 
of from South, Kerala. There had 
been one accident but sUll it has not 
been established that it ig a case of 
sabotage But all the cases which 
have been established and where 
preliminary reports of Additional 
Commissioner of Railway Safety have 
come after 23rd of December when 
the last sabotage took place, after that 
not a smgle accident has taken place. 
It is not that efforts were not made, 
78 efforts were made to tamper with 
the track. But our patrolmen and 
gangmen were so active that before 
the train could arrive, they went to 
the station, they went to the control 
room and gave this information with- 
in time about removal of the fiah 
plate and tampering vnth the track, 
and therefore the tram was not allow- 
ed to pass over the track where the 
fish plate etc had been removed. That 
Is why I say that the credit goes to 
those wbt> are already patrolling the 
tracks. 


1 think Prof. Mavalankar is 
when he. says that even if we have to 
spend Bs. 1 lakh per day on these 
arrangements of patrolling, it is worth 
doing that rather than spending the 
money on giving compensation when 
people are killed and to renovating 
our locomotives which are destroyed, 
trying to renovate our railway 
coaches which are damaged In the 
accident It is better that we spend 
money on preventive measures That 
is one important aspect 


Last time, I had made a statement. 
I had candidly admitted that as far as 
Nainl accident was concerned — when 
Comrade Sbrimati Parvathi Krishnan 
trade a speech last time she had al 
ready referred to that that because 0 ! 
the failure of certsm eQuipments 
certam accidents bad taken place — for 
instance. If the track circuiting was 
done in time probably that accident 
could have been avoided. But j am 
happy to report to this Bouse that 
formerly out of ISOO stations which 
are on the trunk route, on 820 stations 
track circuiting was already completed 
We bad planned that in the last 
financial year, we will have additional 
50 stations, where track circuiting will 
be completed with the help of our 
engineers and technicians. Finally, 
We had been able to not only complete 
the 50 stations but we have been able 
to overreach the target, and by 1981, 
at all the 1300 high density trunk 
route stations that track circuiting 
will be completed 


Another question was raised by a 
number of Members including Prof 
Mavalankar that we must concentrate 
on automatic warning system I must 
also inform this House that as an ex- 
perimenUl measure, there are two 
routes on which we have introduced 
me automatic warning system. One 1* 
the Howrab-Burdwan section and 
smother is the Glya-Mughalsaral sec- 
tion As far as automatic warning 
system Is concerned it is fitted into 
the chamber of the driver There 
U actually an arrangement with the 
help of which whenever the signal 
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15 given, showing danger ahead a hos-, 
tec naming is given the locomotive 
driver due to absent mindedness or 
overwork, neglects that, and does not 
take cognizance of it and goes ahead, 
we have a certain arrangement of 
electric circuit with the help of which 
direct automatic application of brakes 
takes place. There is a track magnet 
aiui with the help of that the electric 
system is so connected that whenever 
there is a red signal, in that case 
the circuit starts operating whistle 
goes on in the chamber of the driver 
and if he is so absent minded that 
even after the whistle is blown he 
does not acknowledge the warning 
within 7 seconds automatically the 
brakes are applied and the train stops 
before the danger point That u how 
the automatic warning Sis'em 8 
working 

6HRI K GOPAL (Karur) What 
happens after that? 

PROF MADHU DANDAVATE It 
does not harm you It harms us only 
when the tram is m motlozL When 
the tram stops, it does not harm you 
at all 

1 may tell you that In India, we 
have got 1300 trunk route stations, 
and actually these are the two routes 
on which we are operating the auto« 
matic warning system. As my hon 
fnend asiced, how^ Is it that we are 
operating this automatic warning sys- 
tem between Howrah and Burdwan, 
is it because people on that track are 
more absent minded. It is not that. 
These are the two sections which are 
high density routes That is why we 
have taken this experimental measure 
on this high density route. I am 
happy to inform this House that as far 
as these two sections are concerned, 
after the Instailatlon of the aufomatfe 
warning system, not a single accident 
due to disregard of signals lias taken 
place on these two routes. Therefore, 
we will haie to enlarge this parti« 
cular experiment. . 


After installation of this equipment 
from 1977 i e last years on these two 
sections Howrah Burdwan), Mughal 
sarai and Gaya we did not have any 
accident 


Ihe difficulty is that of financial 
constramts 

There is one more aspect Our 
fpend from Bengal has nghtly raised 
the question of the maintenance of 
the track For the last lo years or so 
there has been a backlog m the main- 
tenance of the track-pnmary renewaL 
Out of about 48 000 route kilometers, 
probably there are 5 SOO or about 
6 000 route kilometers of track where 
we require primary renewals of the 
rads and sleepers. Otherwise there 
may be fractures of the rails, just like 
the fractures of bones. 

During the coming Five Year Plan 
we required Rs 560 crores net funds 
for track renewals but we ha\e been 
given only Rs 350 crores We require 
net funds of Rs 100 crores per year 
Thb year we have been able to bet en 
allocation of Rs. 49 crores. Also We 
are trymg to make up with Internal 
resources. We are trying to see as to 
bow the problem can be solved But 
this problem of track maintenance- 
primary renewals and secondary 
renewals is of importanre and we are 
trying to concentrate on that

I would like to make one point 
clear Nobody has raised the question 
ot my resignation. But some lime 
back (he question was raised by one 
of the members through a pu b li c 
statement 1 may tell the hen. mon- 
ber Shrl Mavalankar that there are 
some moments when ones sensUvlty 
is hurt the most and in one of the 
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gruesome accident that had tahen 
place at Rewan in which one ol our 
honourable members Shashtripi died — 
within one hour of the accident I 
have said it in the Eajya Sabha to 
day 1 am repeating it over here — on 
that occasion I had gone to the Prime 
Minister and had handed over to him 
my resignation I felt when I was the 
Railway Minister and if a person of 
Shashtnjis stature really succumbed 
to that accident it was better that I 
should tender my resignation Then 
the Prime Minister had warned me 
saying you cannot run away from 
your responslbihty You must try to 
introduce certain policies and mea- 
sures by which you will be able to 
contain and prevent the accidents 
Only after that I decided that I 
should not press for my resignation. 
Because this question was raised 
some time back therefore I have 
mentioned it 

MR. CHAIRMAK The question of 
resignation does not come in 

PROP MADHU DANDAVATE 
There are some other questions I 
need not refer to then in detaiL But 
there are one or two points to which 
some reference is necessary 

1 have already said about the com- 
pensation. 1 have already talked about 
the automatic warning system. But 
there is oner aspect to which I must 
make a reference and that is the 
workload on the Rallwaymen. 

I must candidly admit that constant 
ly we have been 'uockkig on ttua 
particular problem and I do not want 
to cast aspersions on anyone and 
Comrade Parvathi Krishnan knows 11 
very well Prior to 1974 strike an 
agreement was arrived at with the 
then Government that 10 hours rule 
will be foUoned But when 1974 strike 
took place the Government told that 
after the strike that agreement was 
over I am happy to say that we 
have revived that agreement We 
have been able to make a pro.nsioa 
tort additional operaUonal men and In 


order to implement the Miabhai 
award also! we have been to see that 
additmnal operational men to the tune 
of 10 000 are there That provision 
has also been. made. 1 must point out 
about the workload The Miabhal 
Tribunal referred to the maximum 
workload of 12 hours for those gate- 
men who are workmg at the railway 
crossings But we have decid- 
ed that in the important 
crossings it should not be 
12 hours but only 8 hours work That 
we are able to implement at sigm- 
ficant railway crossings As far as 
other crossings are concerned we are 
not crossing the limit of 12 hours 10 
hours duty has also been implement- 
ed I am also very happy to announce 
that as far as the locomens grievances 
are concerned, we sat with them and 
ail their legitimate grievances were 
attended to 2D to 25 per cent increase 
In the mileage allowance of locomen 
has been brought about This is also 
one of the important achievement 
whidi has contributed to some xeliel. 
We are trying to sort out the other 
Issues With the locomen whether they 
belong to recognised or unrecognised 
umons All problems cannot be 
complete solved, but It is our cons- 
tant endeavour to see that the prob- 
lems are solved in time as far as possi- 
ble 

A number of suggestions have been 
made by a number of hon. members 
I can assure them that we wiU con- 
tinue to take all those suggestions 
into account Mr Somnath Chatter- 
lee has ngbtly said that one cannot 
pick up isolated incident of accident 
here ani Vci«e %n4 try to a.Tsa.Vjs% 
the cause thereof but one must sur- 
vey the entire scheme of accidents 
and try to find out the overall posi- 
tion In that context, we have ap- 
pointed the Railway Accidents En- 
quiry Committee under the chairman- 
ship of Mr Justice Sikri It was in 
that the last Railway Accidents 
Enquiry Committee was appointed. 
The Silo^ Committee is doing good 
work. There are Members df Parlia- 
ment from both Houses on thit com- 
mittee They are alio experts I am 
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happy to inform the House that we 
have seen to it that one eminent trade 
unionist — Mr Bagaram Tulpule— isalso 
a member of that committee There 
fore, all interests are represented In 
that committee I am sure when their 
recommendations come, we wiU take 
them into account along with the 
constructive proposals and^suggestions 
the hon members have made on the 
floor of the House I can assure the 
House that i will strive my best With 
the help of all my colleagues, with 
the cooperation of all of you, last but 
not the least with the cooperation and 
goodwill of all the trade union orga- 
nisations in the railways, we will 
continue to see that the safety m 
railways increases at every stage. 
Some fnend said, when he travels by 
train, his wife always says, "You 
return safe That is all I expect". In 
fact the wife should expect some- 
thing more, but this is the mimnum 
expectation! But I was surprised that

I will 
salute all the people, all the passen- 
gers, all the organisations which want 
to help me With Your cooperation and 
goodwill, I shall constantly endeavour 
to see that the rail journey becomes 
saftr (Interruptions) My friend says 
that the allowapce of loco running^ 
staff should be increased. He did not 
listen to me carefully I have already 
informed the House that a 25 per cent 
increase has been made 

SHRIMATI PAHVATHI KBISH-^ 
NAN I would like at the outset to 
educate my colleague Shri BalWr, 
Singh, on one or two points He made 
a very unfair and totally wrong alle- 
gation that my party and my union 
Is responsible for sabotage. Let^him 
remember what we said in all the 
drculars we have ^ued on every^ 
occasion when strikes or other move- 
ments have been there. Even in May

Let me add that during all the 22 
days of railway strike in 1974, not 
a single sabotage had taken placa 
SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN I would like to remind the 
hon. Member that the only boast 
about sabotage was made by one who 
today sits on the Treasury Benches 
as a Minister and he is fortunate to^ 
have been reported in the world press, 
there has been no denial for hrm s®, 
let him accuse some one else and net 
accuse us 

Secondly, when I insisted on this 
motion being discussed, and I must 
say that I am very grateful to all this 
chivalrous comments that have been 
made about me, It is not merely that 
I felt it was a. matter of prestige that 
this motion should^be taken up, but 
in recent months even more serious 
things had happened and I hope that 
the Minister in his reply Mould refer 
to them. But he kept within a certain 
framework. The thing is that it is 
jv?t only the accidents but the ques- 
tion of security on the raiiwajs has^ 
also become very serious It is also 
a form ^f acadent because after all, 
why are, all these recent thefts, loot-- 
logs and dacolties taking place’’ Only 
yesterday, the Minister,- in reply to a 
quesbon, gave us some figures. I did 
a Ltfle rough mathematics. Maybe I 
am wrong Bui, Sir, In Madhya Pra- 
desh, the loss on ‘A’ type robberies 
and dacoities from 1-7-IS77 to 39-6- 
1978 wts somethingt like Rs 57,000 
aod on *0' type robberies it was Rs 
44J>00 In UP the loss on account 
of 'A* type robberies was Rs 1,13,(K}0 
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and It was Bs. 62,000 and odd lor "B* 
type robbenes He very cleverly 
gave the monthwise figures and not 
the total 

PROF MADHU DANDAVATE 
Because hlr Lahkappa asked lor 
moathwue figures 

SHRIMATI PARVATHl KRISH- 
NAN r totalled it very roughly This 
is extremely senous and I will come 
to that later But the reason why I 
thought it was necessary for us urgen* 
tly to have this discussion Is both the 
aspects, that there have been acci- 
dents also in this period and at the 
same time there have been thefts and 
robbenes Therefore, I appreciate all 
that the Minister has told us of the 
steps that are being taken lor trying 
to minimise the accidents. When be 
was speaking, he also told us m a 
very sketchy way that u,hen you talk 
about accidents in railways, in rail- 
way parlance it u something quite 
diilerent from civilian parluce. 
Therefore, I would not like to go ot^y 
into the question of accidents where 
there have been casualties, but I 
would like to point out that the acd- 
dents of which the public are not 
aware are also very serious because 
tomorrow that very small accident 
may easily lead to a tnaior accident 
Take, for Instance your engine failure 
Only a few days ago. what are the 
figures that you have given tn enswer 
to one of the quesUonsT You gave the 
number of passenger trains held up 
on routes due to break-down of lo- 
comotives. It is due to engine lallure 
or any olher iaSlura 77ie cause 
breakdown was not given. During the 
last 6 morlhs ending June 1978, the 
number of trains held up on routes Is 
2.331 And then you have stated 
what stepa have been Uken and to 
on But these are also terious. in 
my opinion, it may not be so In hia 
technical parlance, but I consider that 
every roch accident Is also something 
to be taken note of and we should not 
th'nk la terms Of major or minor, 
but try and see that all these things 
are avoided, which can be avoidet^ 
by your maintenance work, and by 


the manner in which your loco sheds 
and your wagon sheds operate. The 
problem of heavy warkload is one T 
do not know whether you are Indent- 
ing properly for spares or not, but 
I know the ingenuity of your railway* 
workers who are there m the loco shed 
and who keep most of your en- 
gines ninnmg because they also do a 
lot of cannibalising, and I think you 
are equally aware of that, Mr Minis- 
ter, and if they are doing it, it Is be- 
came there is something wrong about 
your indents and your stocks 

So. what are you domg about that? It 
is not merely a question of rail circuit- 
ing, not merely technical things. There 
is the safety question that has to be 
considered, and the safety officers 
come in. Do they go Into It? What 
IS happening to the maintenance of 
the engine? What Is done about it? 

I have my grave doubts about it. 

So, It IS very important that there 
should be a comparative study of the 
tall claim of the railway admlnistra* 
tlop and the Railway Minister. Is 
spite of the improvement of the 
standard of the track structure, sig- 
nalling system and so no— while on 
modernisation he has mentioned it— 

I would like to know what is being 
done , vis-o sia inc ever-Jncrciuing 
traffic density on the railway routes, 
because many accidents are due to 
de-railment, and these are related to 
proper maintenance of the railway 
track, with the design and plant im- 
provement and standard track struc- 
ture consistent with the high rate of 
traffic density from year to year.. What 
is your Research and Designs Orga- 
nisation doing? I would like to know 
this because with heavier and faster 
trains, only 29 per cent of your 
broadgauge and 10 per cent of your 
roetregauge are assessed to be able to 
bear the very heavy traffic. This I* 
one thing that the House should ba 
made aware of at the earliest oppor- 
tunity, because the Minister did nit 
assure in his apecch that he wlU als> 
take note of whatever suggestions I 
may make when I am replying So 
I hope he will take note of those 
suggestions. 
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PROF MODHU DANDVATE 1 
did refer to that in anticipation 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN With regard to the yardstick 
of manpower for railway track ins- 
pection, the MafUin formula is not 
being maintained. Ke has told us 
something but he has not told us 
all the thmgs that we would like to 
know As the hon. Idember, ShrJ 
Somnath Chatterjee has pomted out, 
there has been a drastic reduction of 
gangmen, whether it is permanent 
way maintenance or track mainten- 
ance. 1 would like to know from 
the lilinister how many posts of 
PWI and engineers have been in- 
creased and how many gangmen have 
been decreased in number in the past 
few years It would be very interesting 
to }mow that We know, for inst- 
ance, that as far as Class 1 and Class 
2 posts are concerned the number 
has increased This is from the sta- 
tistics provided by th^ Railway 
Board, even though statistics decive 
us Z do not know how much more 
beyond it it has gone now Accord- 
ing to them, between 19S0-51 and 
1Q7S’7$ while the increase In staff 
has been to the tune of 58 per cent 
in class HI and IV, in the case of 
Class 1 and 11 it is over SdO per cent 
V^iere is 58 per cent and where is 
300 per cent? It is very important to 
consider this Because, a maior part 
of the track Is mamtained by manual 
labour, and manual labour have got 
to be helped In order to see that 
they are not over-taxed durmg their 
work. 

For instance, take the augmenta- 
tion of traffic What happens to the 
switchmen and signalmen? You talk 
of the loco runmng staff They have 
a very powerful union Their cate- 
gory had made themselves left But 
what about the other cate- 
gones? You have to think of them 
also. I would say that they are be- 
ing neglected. Take the s^tchmen 
They have to operate the levers on 
many of these tracks where there is 
heavy density, 93 tunes during eight 
hours of duty Do you mean to say 
that fatigue will not creep in? It win 


naturally creep in. Therefore, you 
have to find out whether they can 
be given lesser hours of duty When 
you are increasing the number of 
trains and everybody hear is giving 
you Sabash for the super-fast trams, 
classless trams and so on, what hap-, 
pens to the poor signalman? The 
passengers and the Members of Par- 
liament are giving you compliments, 
but the switchmen and the signal- 
men are a very neglected class of 
people I would suggest that the 
hon Mlmster should take up this 
matter immediately 

Similarly the increased use of rail 
way track also makes it important 
that you go into the working hours 
of the key men When he was talking 
about running stkfT he was talking 
about the number of hours and (he 
number of posts which have been in 
creased and it is only recently that I 
have been forced to write to him 
about one particular part in Bihar m 
the North Eastern Railway— you 
would be mierested to heai^amasti- 
pur Division, where a$ far as thft 
guards are concerned, they are very

Every State has its own difTerent 


method or aiilcrenl type of growing 
sugarcane In Bihar the sugarcane 
cultivation 1$ slightly duleient from 
what IS done in M-harashtra In 
Mabarashtra, the lecovcry is much 
more than in Eastern UP aud Bihar 
and some of the norlheni States. There 
are many reasons for that So there 
cannot be any integrated pian uS such 
but our cflort has ccea that the best 
qu ibty of sugarcane should be produc- 
ed in dillertnt areas as required in 
those cLmatic conditions 

So tar as the question how the price 
is fmd Is concerned some of the things 
that arc taken into considerat'on are 
(1) Cost of production, (2) the j-e- 
lum to the growers from the alterna- 
tive crops and general trends of prices 
of agricultural comirodilies, (3) the 
availability of sugar to the consutnets 
at a fair price, (4) the price a* 
vvbicb sugar produced from the sugar- 
cane 13 sold by producers of sugar, and 
tS) the recovery of sugar from the 
sugarcane AU these are taken infe 
consideration while deciding the mim* 
mum pnee Accordingly, this year we 
have raised the minimum price from 
Rs 8 3 to Rs 10 00 per quintal

direction all alone It (s no use one 
party finding fault with another 
particularly when that one party was 
in po %cr— but it Is now in the Opposl 
tion and therefore it is finding fault 
with the part} which was m Opposl 
t on earlier This kind of mud sling 
ing will not take us anywhere There- 
fore I feel that this Motion has lo be 
viewed from this angle 

I feel that this Motion Is vaguely 
but beautifullj worded It does not 
tell the Government or the Farliameot 
to do anything or to recommend any 
thing The Motion does not rccom 
mend a particular course of action 
But it wants to pinpoint attention to 
the terrible recklessness with which 
our politics and our public life are 
polluted— not now but almost from 
the beginning of 70s One might say 
that for the last several years it was 
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Ihcrc and 11 has row reacli-d a certain 
clmix and what was expected of the 
fricrds In tho Janata Govenuni.nt was 
not only to put a bait to that process, 
but lo brtrg baeg the country to Is 
normal uvemt processes 

That has not been In evidence That 
is my coinpla ni 1 am fpcakmg with 
a great *i.nac cf pain My feeling is 
that that process of bringing it back 
tj normalcy to decency is not being 
done by tin. party and by the fnends 
who are expected to do it 

Now people have been saying that 
wc hive taken a pledge at Ilaj GhaL 
Let my friend Mr Unnikrlshnan know 
that I look the liberty of going with 
those frion ‘s at Raj Ghat and 1 am 
not ashamed of it In (act even if wo 
rementcr Gandhiji but cannot follow 
him what is wrong about it least, 
we have reckoned with tho rv^ponsl- 
bdities Vhat arc on our shoulders* 
Therefore it is good even If my friend 
Mr Lnniknthnan and other friends 
and his supporters chide you or me or 
anyone asto why we went to ItaJ 
Ghat to take that pledge etc, 
(interruptions) 

Now I am Just saying It U you are 
not aHe to do It then my Congress 
friends perhaps might be able to do 
II 1 know however that they will not 
do it But the point is that even it 
they chide us we will accept it We 
had taken a pledge not that we will 
become 100 per cent Gandhian but to 
see that w^ remain on the right path 
and do not get swayed and distracted 
on fh'- wrong path Therefore, w© 
m ist foRow that path Tho point is, 
leave aside whatever happened in the 
past but let us at least make a good 
beginning I hope the Minister of 
Fmance my esteemed friend Shn H 
M Patel will not give a defence by 
reminding Mr Unnikrishnan and his 
friends as to what he and his friends 
were doing when they were in power 
Th». whole country knows that. But 
the vvhole country now wants to know 
what the new Government Is going to 
do especially after they have said that 
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Ihey are affajnst corruption, nepotism 
and bribery m all forms 

You see how this motion is worded 
It sajs "Increasing play of money 
power,” which is by no means a new 
discovery We ha\e been knowing 

about it Yesterday Mr Gauri 

Shankar Rai mentioned about this 
point This is not a new discovery 
But when Mr Unniknshnan says that 
it poses a grave threat to th^ future 
of Parliamentary Democracy. I would 
like to (ell him that If is already 
posing a threat to the present working 
of the Parliamentary system of demo- 
cracy Why go into the future’ Even 
tij? present wording of democracy is 
being discredited and people are gett- 
ing more and more worried and diSlur. 
bed about the parliamentary Institu- 
tions and about the individuals who 
are serving those parliamentary insti- 
tutions Do we want to come up (o 
the standard of people’s expecta- 
tiOAg or do we want to go down and 
down in the course of making oursel- 
ves tha laughing stock m the whole 
country’ That Is the question, we 
have to ask, and I may also say that 
I am convinced that poliucians no 
matter what party they belong to. when 
they get power, and begin to taste it. 
then all politicians are of the same 
clay, amenable to the same situation 
Let them therefore, not make any 
big bu» and cjy and say that we are 
all sacred people After all, *hat 
IS the style of living? As a matter of 
fact, Mahatma Gandhi and Jayapra- 
kash Narayan had been saying that 
there should be simple living and high 
thinking That has been the ancient 
message Instead of tbat, we ar- 
seeing more and more high living and 
low thinking or no thinkmg* Is that 
•what we want? 

Therefore. I may briefly mention, 
because of the limited time at my 
disposal 3 — t things very pointedly, 
and I hope that the Sfembers will not 
misunderstand me if 1 do not elaborate 
on them purely for want of time 1 
am not saymg that everything js to 
be found fault with at the doors of 
political parties, for, even lodividual 


aliens and public at large are accoun- 
table and responsible In this regard. 
We are also to be blamed for many 
things on what parties do or do not 
do This motion is important because 
it invites our attention to some vital, 
crucial or «ven decisive matters, 
namely, clean, honest upright public 
oi integrity and norms and stand- 
ards of decency and of public beha- 
viour That is what is wanted, and 
when I see that it is not happening, x 
say if with great humility and with 
.great modesty, even deliberate modesty 
and deliberate humility— I do not go 
by saying that all parties are bad and 
aii non party peoj^e are good — that 
there i$ ultimately a common problem, 
a pational problem. But my fnend, 
Mr Salhe threw a challenge as to 
bow many people can say that they 
got elected by spending less than 
Rs 55000 I can sayi in all bumiUty 
pnd in all truthfulness, that I had 
spent less than that, I bad adhered to 
the prescribed limit, and yet people 
were ready to vote for me We must 
lake the risk of losing an election 
rather than winning an election any- 
how by spending a lot of money Have 
we got that guts’ If we do not have 
that guts then, we do not have any 
place to tell the people what they 
siioutd do 

Mr Chairman, I am really amused 
and also amazed, to a certain extent, 
at the capacity of all of us, in smaller 
or greater degree, to talk In terms of 
something which in theory is different 
and IS also entirely dilTerent in terms 
of practice 1 want to ask, in aQ sin- 
cerity. ail of us to (his House, how long 
do we expect our people of India, our 
fellow countrymen to tolerate Ibis kind 
of self-deception on our part and this 
political hypocrisy dishonesty on 
our part’ 

To conclude, I will say that money 
pauer in politics has done havoc in 
(bis country and ff you want to stop 
it, then the only way to stop it Is to 
face the corrupt and corruptible with 
the incorruptible people That Is the 
only way to do it. For (hat I will say, 
in brief, that I have got copies of two

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI H M PATEL) Sir, I should 
say right at the outset that the main 
point of the motion moved by Shrl 
Unmknshnan is one ®t undobutedly 
coEBiderable importance and so far as 
that point is concerned that was ac- 
cepted by almost eiery speaker who

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spoke except those who wanted 1o 
make political capital out of the matter 
Those who raised the level of the 
whole debate considered that this 
raises the question of use of black 
money m elections and therefore they 
said here is something which causes 
real harm to our democracy and what 
steps should we take to see that that 
does not happen’ Speaker after 
speaker from all sides of the House 
-desired that there should be some real 
thought given to it by all, individually, 
separately and jointly 
Sir so far as we are concerned you 
know the Wanchoo Committee made a 
rtjeommendatlon In this regard. 1 
would like to quote from it because it 
is very important and we should see 
what It considered That was ui 1972 
It said’ 

' We recognise the need to keep 
political institutions free of cornip 
lion We are, therefore not m 
favour of the ban on donations by 
companies to political parties being 
removed, particulatiy when the 

sares in many companies are hold by 

public institutions like the Unit Trust 
«f India, the Life Insurance Corpo- 
ration, the Nationalised banks etc 
Nevertheless, it la an accepted fact 
of life that in a democratic set up 
political parlies have to spend con- 
siderable sums of money and that 
large sums are required for elec- 
tions ’ 

My* hOn friends there who spoke 
referred to the collection of money by 
the Janata Party lor the elections al- 
most as If they got elected without 
expending any money whatsoever In 
this connection it may be pertinent to 
refer to the manner In which this 
problem has been tackled la countries 
like West Germany and Japan In 
West Germany pohtical parties are 
financed by the Government on the 
ba<is of voles polled by them in the 
preceding elections In Japan the 
Government finances election exp^ises 
for national parties on the basis of the 
size of the cooslituency and also gives 
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financial assistance for research and 
patty publicity It is said that such J 
measures largely ensure that political 
parties do not have to lean heavily on 
nch patrons or indulge in underhand 
deals We are of the opinion that in 
our country also the Government 
should finance political parties and so 
on Like this, be goes on to recom- 
mend

recommendations again emphasising 
the role that money ploys in the elec* 
tions and how that should be removed, 
and how the need for that should be 
reduced And this vvas followed up 
subsequently by a report which ap- 
peared.oa March 19, 1978, where again 
they emphasis on the same fact. 
Now,f^s Government has appointed 
a Conwitte of the Cabmet on Electoral 
Reforms It is considering this very 
question, on what steps should be taken 
to see that the money power which 
today plays such a role should be eli- 
minated or should be reduced.

Again, this is a 
source of circumventing the ban on j 
political donations by companies The 
same Amendment Act has also stipu* 
lated that political parties -will not bo 
allowed tax exemption, will not be 
entitled to tax exemption for ibe dona- 
tlmis received by them, unless they 
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maintain proper books of account, 
•cord the names and addresses of p«r 
■Eons who have made voluntary contn 
butions of more than Rs 10 000 at a 
time and have their accounts adoited 
by a Chartered Accountant or any 
other quabflcd accountant The third 
amendment has also been made to 
exempt political parties from levy of 
wealth tax Thjs may enable them to 
build up the funds necessary for that 
purpose without having to depend on 
aunalions ail ihc ume Tneiefore, you 
will see that ive attach considerable 
Importance to this aspect at the ques- 
tion and it Mr Unnlknshnan who has 
moved this motion really mtcndcil 
what it IS impiied in the motion that 
money power should play a lesser role 
in our pobtical lite then he should 
have appreciated the steps that this 
Government has taken and the way

14 and 13 hailalTected all parts of ,\udlira 
Pradesh except tlie distrii-is of Nrllore, 
Chiltor, Anantapur and Cuddap^i 


Ai a result of the record rainfall, several 
streams like Qudameru, Tammlero, Yerra- 
kalava etc and the unpredictable Kolleru 
lake in I^uhna and West Godatari dis. 
tricu luve spread a sheet of water over 
thousands of acres of ferule lands since 
August, I, 1979, With no prospect of 
the itanding crops being sahaged 

In Welt Gosiavari Dtstnet, sshich has 
made remarkable stnsles ^in food produr. 
non in recent ynvs, the paddy tn I'Cj 
lakhs acres of land was alTected besides 
other crops in one more lakh of acres, 
while m Guntur district the paddy of 
fiS lakh acre* of land was damaged, 
b'sides the damage of paddy in 37 000 
acres oflaadm the neighbouring Prakasam 
diitrict 

According to reports, 3 'i/a lakhs acres 
of paddy fields in Krulina district base 
been inundated, besides 90,00a acres of 
sugarcane crop being under suUnersion 
i^out one and half laUt acres under 
pulses, gorundnut and cotton in the 
upland areas of Krishna dutrict have also 
been affected due to havy moisture 

Some of the districts in Tclergana have 
reported considerable damage to crops 
because of heavy rams For example, 
in Warangal dutrict, about 1,10 000 acres 
ofjowar and 1,50,000 acres of pubes, 
11,000 acres of groundnut and 40000 
acres of zaaize are reported to hive been 
affected In Medak dutrict, about r 07 
lakh acres of Jowar, 80,000 acres of maize, 
5(000 acres of pulses, lo,ono acres of 
oilseeds and 13,000 acres of other food 
crop! and 2,800 acres of paddy have lieen 
reported to be damaged In Mcltabulw 
nagar dutrict about four lakh acres of 
Jowar, 1,50,000 acres of groundnut one 
lakh acres of castor, 1,25,000 acres ofbajra 
on* lakh acres of ragi and one and a half 


lakh acres of pulses have been affeettd. 
Following breaches in tanks, about ic,oco 
acres of paddy wric suLnicigtd 

In Adilabad district, there is extensive 
damage lu crops in black cotton soils and 
low lying aicai were affccied In Karim 
nagar ihsinct total damage to dry crops 
over an area of about three and a half 
fakfi acres was reported. 

Tlie inundauon of laklu of acres of ferule 
lands this year has once again expose 
tlie failure of the State Government in 
providing drainage faciliiics in this agri 
cufrurai brace fn fact, so much Aar been 
Saul about the drainage works in Knslma 
and Cudaian diJias lor the last decade 
and a half and seviral crorrs of ruptes 
have bnn colh end as drainage cess from 
(ha agriciilturivts in recent years, one 
wonders what happctied^to all the money 
cullectid ami tlie works lakcn up m this 
regard IMide the drainage levy was 
coltccird Iron! tlie agriculiuniis m the 
areas wliiili were prnne to ITood damage, 
a smiilar levy was collected from the ryots 
■n (lie Godavari delta area for tlie coni- 
irucnon of the new barrage aereu Godai an 
river Kut both the vvorU are only half 
way tliroiigli and the agrieulturisuin those 
areas arc faring some havoc or tlie other 
every year. 


FiooJ control is a national proUtm 
Many States. like Uttar Pradetfi, Bihar, 
Assam and Orissa, are facing this problrm 
for ihe last many years, betides Andhra 
Pradesh Sioce the Centre has not taktn 
adequate steps in this regard, every year 
we are witnessing a huge demage to our 
standing crops and a loi of misery to otir 
farmers 


After touring the flood-aiTected areas 
on at 8-78 the Cluef Minuter of Andhra 
Pradesh. Dr M Chenaa Reddy, aimoun- 
ced relief to the agnculiuruts by providing 
50 per cent subsidy m the purschase of 
seeds, one third subsidy in short teim 
loans etc But th« is far from adequate 
to meet the present needs of the farmers. 


Atlexsl Rs 250 as subsidy and Rs 200 
slong term loan per acre for wet land and 
Is 195 as subsidy and Rs '95 as long- 
erm loan per acre for dry land and one 
av of complex fert-l zer per acre should 
le given, free of cost, to the farmer "bo 
.ere affected by recent floods. Tins is 
be mimmura which the Government 
hould do immediately 

Also th- unks and cmals weK 

iffected in the recent floods vhould be 
epaued at the earliest As a long term 
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(Shri K. Suryanara>»ui) 

Q*asure, the drainage systenu thould be 
undTtaken all over the area. In fact, 
they ihould have been completed long 
ago At present there ij no worih>me&- 
tionmg protection to farmers and agrtcul- 
tura] labourers from natural calanijuc* 
The Government should start long term 
protective measures like crop insurance, 
cattle insurance etc to provide timely 
relief to the agriculturists " 


To meet the expenses of long-term 
measures like construction of drainage ays
